War  Regulations  Altered. 

Since  our  last  issue  the  following  Regulations  or  Orders 
under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act  have  been  altered  or 
suspended.  The  references  are  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
Diary,  1919: 

P.  70.  Bism  uth.—The  Bismuth  Order,  1918,  has  been 
modified  so  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  for  those  who, 
in  any  manufacture,  use  bismuth  metal  or  any  alloy  of  it 
to  make  to  the  Controller  a  monthly  return  showing  the 
quantity  of  bismuth  metal  or  alloy  received  by  him  from 
the  producer  and  that  consumed  by  him  during  the  pre- 
ceding month  and  his  stock  in  hand.  No  return  is  required 
from  any  person  whose  total  stock  in  hand  and  not  intended 
to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  or  alloy  of 
steel  or  other  metal  does  not  exceed  in  the  case  of  bismuth 
metal  or  any  alloy  56  lb. 

P.  73.  Milk. — The  maximum  retail  prices  for  condensed 
milk  are  now :  (1)  Full  cream,  sweetened.  Is.  Id.  :  (2)  un- 
sweetened, lCW.  ;  (3)  machine-skimmed,  Is.  per  tin.

H.  Levinstein,  nominated  jointly  by  British  Dves,  Ltd., 
and  Levinstein  Ltd.;  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  M.P., 
O.B.E.,  nominated  by  the  Association  of  British  Chemical 
Manufacturers ;  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Dawson,  nominated  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  The  functions  of  the 
Committee  will  be  to  determine  the  colours  and  inter- 
mediates which  shall  be  licensed  for  import  into  the  United 
Kingdom  after  the  conclusion  ctf  peace,  and  in  what  quan- 
tities, and  to  advise  the  Commissioner  for  Dyes  as  to  the 
colours  and  intermediates  the  manufacture  of  which  should 
be  specially  encouraged  and  the  order  of  their  importance. 
For  the  purpose  of  the  licensing  of  imports  the  Committee 
will  appoint  from  among  their  own  number  four  members 
as  a  Licensing  Sub-Committee,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
selected  from  the  representatives  of  the  dye-users  and  two 
from  the  representatives  of  the  dye-manufacturers, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  being  also  the  Chairman 
of  the  Licensing  Sub-Committee.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  and  of  the  Licensing  Sub-Committee  will  be 
Mr.  W.  Graham,  7  Whitehall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.  1. 
The  Sale  of  Morphine. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Isleworth  Infirmary  on  January  9, 
it  was  stated  that  the  deceased,  Mrs.  Anna  Greswokl, 
seventy-six,  had  been  a  drug-taker  all  her  life.  She  had 
lived  with  a  married  daughter  for  fifteen  years,  and  had 
suffered  from  varicose  veins.  In  the  course  of  his  evidence. 
Dr.  Hope,  who  had  attended  deceased  for  some  years,  said 
he  discovered  about  a  year  ago  that  Mrs.  Greswold  was  in 
the  habit  of  taking  drugs.  No  one  knew  what  the  drug 
was,  and  he  thought  it  might  be  aspirin,  so  he-  asked  the 
son-in-law  to  try  to  find  out.  This  he  did  by  visiting 
Bqutalls'  shop,  where  ha  was  given  a  packet  which  Con- 
tained a  white,  amorphous  powder,  which  he  (the  doctor) 
believed  to  be  morphine.  The  powder  was  wrapped  in  ordi- 
nary white  dispensing  paper,  unlabelled,  and  was  enclosed  in 
a  sealed  envelope.  This  packet  he  did  not  weigh,  but  a 
second  packet  obtained  from  the  same  shop  by  Mrs.  Gres- 
wold's  daughter  he  weighed,  and  found  to  contain  45  grains. 
This  quantity  the  daughter  said  lasted  her  mother  about 
three  days,  so  he  judged  the  deceased  must  have  been  con- 
suming morphine  in  15-grain  doses.  He  advised  that  the 
woman  be  taken  to  a  home,  but  she  refused  to  go,  so  he 
put  a  nurse  in  charge,  who  discovered  that  Mrs.  Greswold 
took  the  powder  by  moistening  her  finger  with  saliva,'  dip- 
ping it  in  the  morphine,  and  then  sucking  her  finger. 
Eventually  he  had  the  woman  removed  to  the  infirmary,  as1 
she  was  becoming  mentally  as  well  as  physically  weak.  Evi-  I 
dence  was  given  by  Herbert  Boyce,  qualified  chemist,  and 
manager  for  Boutalls,  Ltd.,  5  Green  Street,  Leicester 
Square,  W.C.,  who  stated  that  he  had  sent  morphine  to 
Mrs.  Greswold  about  every  fortnight.  He  had  made  no 
entry  in  the  Poisons  Register  because  under -the  old  Act 
it  was  a  prescription,  and  there  was  no  need  to  enter  it. 
During  the  last  few  years,  he  said,  they  had  hardly  known 
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what  to  do  in  cases  of  this  kind.  If  they  refused  the  stuff 
the  woman  might  die  right  off,  so  they  decided  to  reduce 
the  quantity  supplied.  The  45  grains  was  exceptional.  He  - 
used  to  give  her  20  grains,  although  she  was  entitled  to  60. 
He  did  not  enter  the  order  in  the  Poisons-book  under  the 
new  Act  because  directly  they  did  so  the  woman  would 
get  no  more  and  might  die.  It  was  sent  by  post,  but  was 
always  labelled.  He  had  never  seen  the  original  prescrip- 
tion ;  the  order  he  had  to  execute  was  for  1  dram :  4s. 
The  infirmary  doctor  said  the  primary  cause  of  death  was 
valvular  disease  of  the  heart  and  congestion  of  the  lungs. 
He  was  inclined  to  add  chronic  morphine  poisoning  as 
having  accelerated  death.  The  Coroner  gave  a  verdict  in 
accordance  with  the  medical  evidence,  but  added  that,  as 
regards  the  morphine,  the  chemist  had  been  very  slack, 
seeing  that  he  was  bound  by  law  to  label  the  packages  and 
to  enter  the  order  in  his  book.  It  was  not  for  him  but  for 
other  authorities  to  take  any  further  proceedings  that  might 
be  necessary. 

Birmingham. 

The  T.N.T.  factory  at  Oldbury  is  to  be  used  for  the  manu- 
facture of  aniline  dyes. 

Miss  D.  Field,  who  has  been  dispensing  at  the  Romsley 
Convalescent  Institution  -of  the  Birmingham  Corporation, 
has  resigned. 

Mr.  Laurence  Cadbury,  who  has  been  made  an  O.B.E.,  is 
a  son  of  Mr.  George  Cadbury.  He  has  also  the  Mons  Medal 
and  the  Croix  de  Guerre. 

Sir  Rickman  J.  Godlee  has  been  elected  President  of  the 
Birmingham  and  Midland  Institute.  He  is  President  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Medicine  and  late  President  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons. 

The  University  Sermon  on  January  12  at  Carr's  Lane 
Church  was  preached  by  Canon  E.  A.  Burroughs,  of  Oxford. 
There  was  a  full  muster  of  professors,  graduates,  and  under- 
graduates. Pharmacy  was  represented  by  Alderman  Clay- 
ton, Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  and  others. 

At  the  Serbian  Boys'  Hostel,  Selly  Oak,  a  large  number 
of  boys  from  gallant  little  Serbia,  are  being  clothed,  fed, 
and  trained.  The  expenses  are  met  b3'  subscription.  The 
list  of  subscribers  include  the-following  :  Mr.  W.  A.  Albright 
(50/.),  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  (5/.  5s.),  Mr.  Geo.  Cadbury  (50?.), 
Alderman  Clayton  (51.),  Mr.  Alfred  Southall,  F.C.S.  (21.  2s.), 
and  Mr.  Wilfred  SouthalL(20Z.). 

The  death,  occurred  on  January  10  at  his  residence,  JIaglcy 
Road,  of  Mr.  Sydney  Johnson  Porter,  solicitor,  who  was  a 
partner  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Glaisyer,  who  before  accept- 
ance of  a  Registrarship  of  the  Birmingham  County  Court 
was  solicitor  to  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Trade  Defence 
Association.  Mr.  Porter  continued  to  act  as  solicitor  in  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  cases  after  the  Association  ceased 
to  exist. 

Leeds. 

The  holiday  season  being  over,  business  in  Leeds  is 
settling  down  to  something  like  normal  times. 

The  shortage  of  bottles  is  causing  a  decided  slump  in 
many  proprietary  goods,  probably  worse  now  than  at  ar.y 
other  time,  and  there  is  no  hope  of  a  better  supply  for 
some  time  'to  come. 

Chemists  have  rarely  had  so  many  cheques  returned  as 
recently  for  infants'  foods.  There  is  great  dissatisfaction 
over  the  method  of  distribution  of  one  well-known  brand.. 
With  the  milk  shortage  in  this  city,  infants'  foods  do  not 
always  go  into  a  feeding-bottle  by  any  means. 

At  the  wedding  of  Miss  Muriel  Bowman  (see  p.  40), 
the  bride  was  given  away  by  her  father.  The  bride  and 
bridegroom  left  for  Eastbourne  after  the  ceremony.-  Among 
the  presents  were  gifts  from  the  office  staff,  the  workroom 
employes,  warehousemen,  and  the  representatives  of 
Goodall,  Backhouse  &  06. 

There  is  a  general  feeling  that  for  some  months  to  come, 
until  we  get  definite  peace  terms  settled  and  demobilisation 
more  certain,  business  will  be  considerably  quieter.  The 
increase  of  business  has  not  been  on  the  drug  side  par- 
ticularly, but  in  sundries  and  toilet-preparations,  for  which 
the  high  wages  of  the  now!  demobilised  munition  workers 
is  responsible. 

The  early  release  of  the  "Specials"'  will  be  very  accept- 
able to  many  men  in  the  trade.  The  duty  in  many  cases 
has  been  very  exacting.  Members  of  the  Volunteer  Corps 
are  also  enjoying  a  free  Sunday  morning.  One  of  our 
Leeds  men  in  the  R.A.M.C.,  who  overstayed  his  Christmas 
leave,  was  given  the  usual  "  C.B."  on  his  return  to  duty. 
The  delinquent  says  it  was  well  worth  it. 

The  window-display  of  twer  56-lb.  "bottles  of  glycerin, 
with  a  notice  that  this  article  is  now  available  in  any 
reasonable  quantity,  was  one  chemist's  way  of  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  return  of  this  commodity.    Strange  to  say, 
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there  is  no  abnormal  demand,  as  might  have  been  expected. 
The  price  is  already  being  "  cut  "  by  the  multiple  shop, 
and  it  looks  as  if  the  day  of  more  adequate  remuneration 
is  still  a  long  way  of. 

Chemists  with  apprentices  in  the  Army,  whose  places 
have  had  to  be  filled  during  their  absence  with  female 
assistants,  are  somewhat  concerned  about  the  return  of  these 
boys  to  business  life.  A  man  has  often  only  room  for  a 
limited  number  in  his  shop.  There  will  have  to  be  re- 
adjustments, and  in  some  cases  hardships  may  cccur  to 
those  who  have  helped  to  "  carry  on  "  at  home.  The  ques- 
tion is:  Can  the  drug-trade  absorb  all  those  who  have 
come  in  during  the  last  few  years  ? 

Liverpool. 

The  drinking  of  methylated  spirit  by  women  has  greatly 
increased,  says  the  Liverpool  licensing  justices,  who  recom- 
mend drastic  measures. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Saunders  assisted  in  the  entertain- 
ment ori  January  11  at  the  Lyceum,  Bold  Street,  -at  which 
four  hundred  children  were  present. 

Now  that  the  division  of  the  Qualifying  examination  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  entered  the  practical  proba- 
bilities stage,  the  persistent  advocacy  of  that  change  by 
Dr.  Symes  for  .many  years  is  gratefully  recalled. 

A  record  year  of  rain,  one  not  paralleled  for  forty-three 
years,  is  being  followed  by  copious  downpours,  with  brief 
spells  of  fair  weather,  this  month.  Pharmacists  will  long 
remember  the  effect  on  the  demand  for  specifics  associated 
with  months  of  flood.  Many  of  the  old  proprietary  lines 
would  command  a  record  sale  if  obtainable. 

A  Glasgow  fitter  named  "Vance  was  sentenced  to  twelve 
months'  imprisonment  at  the  Liverpool  County  Quarter  Ses- 
sions, on  January  14,  for  robbing  his  landlady  and  her 
daughter.  He  had  been  previously  convicted  of  a  like 
offence,  and  had  twice  deserted  from  the  Army.  In  Birken- 
head, Bootle,  and  Dublin  he  had  posed  as  "  Vance,  M.D.," 
and  "Lee,  M.D.,"  and  while  awaiting  his  trial  received  ?n 
offer,  on  spurious  certificates,  of  a  post  as  ship's  surgeon 
at  30?.  monthly,  plus  rations  and  bonus. 

Nottingham. 

Several  qualified  chemists  have  returned  to  civil  life  this 
week  under  the  arrangements  for  the  release  of  pivotal 
men,  much  to  the  joy  of  their  employers.  A  number  of 
Messrs.  Boots'  employes,  who  were  on  leave,  a  few  days 
ago  were  suddenly  informed  that  they  had  been  demobilised. 

Five  hundred  girls  employed  in  the  drug-manufacturing 
department  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  have  just  received  an  advance 
of  5s.  a  week.  One  of,  the  most  interesting  sights  at  these 
works  is  the  canteen,  where  1,500  dinners  are  provided 
daily,  the  women  paying  sixpence  and  the  men  from  eight- 
pence  to  a  shilling  for  a  first-class  meal. 

Chemists  are  complaining  that  there  is  even  greater 
difficulty  in  getting  supplies  now  than  when  the  war  was 
at  its  height.  This  is  particularly  the  'case  in  regard  to 
children's  milk  foods.  The  ordinary  milk  supply  of  this 
city  has  given  such  grave  cause  for  complaint  lately, 
both  as  to  quality  and  quantity,  that  medical  men  show  a 
growing  inclination  to  order  Allenbury's,  Glaxo,  and  other 
well-known  preparations. 

Sheffield. 

|  Dr.  Scurfield,  medical  officer  of  health,  has  been  appointed 
Hon.  Secretary  to  the  Sheffield  Infants'  Welfare  Committee. 

Mr.  Wm.  Gregory,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  for  some 
[years  has  been  in  the  retail  department,  lias  been  appointed 
Iby  G.  IT.  W.  Newsholme,  Ltd.,  as  their  representative  in 
jthe  place  of  the  late  Mr.  Booth,  who  held  the  position  for 
twenty-five  years.

Worn  a  Borkhamsted  chemist  for  the  alleged  purpose  of 
Boisoning  a  dog. 


British  Sacchabin. — The  Royal  Commission  on  the  Sugar 
Supply  lias  withdrawn  the  control  on  the  price  of  tablets. 
The  price  of  British  saccharin  in  bulk  to  manufacturers  has 
been  slightly  reduced. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund. — Mr.  R.  Anderson, 
Sunderland,  points  put  that  the  amount  contributed  by  the 
local  Association  should  be  156?.  15s.  (see  C.  &  D., 
January  11,  p.  33). 

Analysts'  Reports. — The  report  of  the  Wolverhampton 
public  analyst  states  that  three  samples  of  ground  ginger 
and  three  of  white  pepper  were  examined  during  the  quarter 
and  were  found  genuine.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  ana- 
lysed in  Essex  last  quarter  included  nineteen  of  Epsom 
salts. 

Schutze's  Party.— The  employes  of  F.  Schutze  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Black  Bull  Works,  Caledonian  Market,  London,  N.,  held 
their  annual  social  party  at  the  Forester's  Hall,  Highgate 
Road,  N.W.,  on  January  4.  Tables  were  arranged  for  about 
120,  which  number  was  considerably  increased  in  the  course 
of  the  evening  by  the  presence  of  friends.  Mr.  Schutze 
opened  the  concert  with  a  short  speech,  at  the  end  of  which 
he  asked  those  present  to  join  him  in  singing  the  National 
Anthem.  The  programme,  consisting  of  songs  and  dialogues, 
was  carried  out  by  the  employes  and  their  friends.  After  the 
concert  there  was  dancing. 

In  the  Courts. — A  Newcastle  trader  named  Scott  was 
on  .  January  10  charged  with  selling  as  vinegar  a  liquid 
which  consisted  of  tartaric  acid  3.8  per  cent.,  colouring- 
matter,  and  water.  The  defence  was  that  the  substitute  cost 
more  than  vinegar,  and  customers  were  told  it  was  a  substi- 
tute. The  case  was  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. — At 
Cardiganshire  Quarter  Sessions,  on  January  10,  Raymond 
,  Alan  Watkin  was  indicted  for  breaking  into  the  premises 
of  Boots,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Aberystwyth,  and  stealing  goods 
to  the  value  of  31?.  Is.  10$.,  and  Elsie  Mary  Hewitt,  a 
London  typist,  was  charged  with  receiving  the  stolen  pro- 
perty. Both  pleaded  "  Guilty,"  and  the  man  was  stated  to 
have  been  gassed  in  France.  Watkin  was  committed  for 
twelve  months  in  the  second  division,  and  Hewitt  for  twelve 
months'  hard  labour. — At  St.  Helens  County  Court,  last 
week,  John  Thomas  Remshaw,  drysalter,  Preston  and 
Wigan,  sued  Samuel  Jameson,  grocer,  St.  Helens,  for  the 
balance  of  an  account.  It  was  stated  that  the  plaintiff 
sold  the  defendant  saccharin  tablets  to  the  value  of 
12?.  12.S.  10d.,  and  9?.  was  left  owing.  When  the  plaintiff 
called  again,  however,  Mr.  Jameson  wanted  him  to  take 
the  tablets  back,  and  replying  to  his  Honour,  he  stated, 
"The  tablets  were  no  good  to  me,  as  it  would  take  me  till 
Doomsday  to  sell  them."  Judgment  was  entered  for  the 
amount  claimed. — At  the  Thames  Police  Court  on  January  9, 
Chong  Fook  (30).  a  Chinese  subject,  was  fined  40s.,  or  seven 
days,  for  being  in  possession  of  opium  and  opium-smoking 
utensils. — At  the  London  Sessions  on  January  10,  the  appeal 
of  Ada  Lo  Ping  You,  wife  of  a  Chinaman,  against  the  sen- 
tence of  five  months'  imprisonment  recently  passed  upon  her 
by  'Mr.  Mead,  at  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  for 
unlawfully  preparing  opium  for  smoking,  was  dismissed 
(C.  &■  #.,'1918,  p.  1036).  — At  the  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court 
on  January  15,  Austin  Gordon  Lovoll  Pennock,  air  me- 
chanic, was  charged  with  procuring  six  tubes  of  cocaine 
and  selling  two  of  them,  and  Mark  Twiss,  assistant  to  Mr. 
F.  C.  Duggleby,  chemist,  88  Waterloo  Road,  S.E.,  was 
charged  with  procuring  the  two  tubes  from  Pennook.  Pen- 
nock had  been  arrested  in  consequence  of  information  con- 
veyed to  the  police  by  the  authorities  of  the  Union  Jack 
Club.  He  was  found  to  have  in  his  possession  a  small  case 
containing  drugs,  the  following  being  mentioned  in  court : 
Cocaine  hydrochlor.,  morphine  tartrate,  apomorphine  hydro- 
chlor.,  strychnine  hydrochlor.,  digitaline,  fhioresceine,  pilo- 
carpine nitrate,  homatropine  hydrobrom.,  atropine  sulphate, 
physostigmine  salicylate,  and  adrenalin.  [It  was  appa- 
rently a  case  of  hypodermic  tablets,  such:  as  doctors  carry 
for  use  in  emergencies. — Editor.]  Pennock  made  a  state- 
ment to  the  inspector  at  the  police  station  that  he  had 
purchased  the  case  for  15s.  from  a  soldier  at  Winchester 
Camp,  and  that  ho  had  sold  two  tubes  of  cocaine  to  a 
chemist  in  Waterloo  Road,  London,  to  whom  he  took  the 
case  in  order  to  ascertain  its  value.  The  inspector  after- 
wards interviewed  Twiss  at  88  Waterloo  Road,  who  told 
him  that  he  purchased  the  two  tubes  for  9c?..  as  he  thought 
it  was  better  that  they  should  be  in  his  possession  than 
in  Pennock' s.  He  did  not  mention  the  matter  to  his  em- 
ployer, and  had  no  idea  that  what  he  was  doing  was  con- 
trary to  the  Defence  of  Realm  Regulations.  Pennock  said 
that  soldiers  were  constantly  purchasing  different  l.hings 
from  each  other.  He  had  no  idea  what  the  drugs  were 
used  for.  Pennock  was  remanded  in  custody,  and  Twiss  on 
20?.  bail.

Lighting  Order  Prosecution. 

At  Cavan  Petty  Sessions,  on  January  10,  Mies  R.  T. 
O'Connor,  Ph.C,  Main  Street,  was  prosecuted  for  a  breach 
of  the  Lighting  Order  on  December  11  and  12.  A  police- 
sergeant  said  he  found  the  lights  burning  at  8  p.m.  Th> 
boy  who  opened  the  door  to  him  said  he  was  dispensing 
medicine.  There  was  no  one  in  the  shop  but  the  assistants. 
For  the  defence,  Mr.  W.  J.  Fegan  said  important  principles 
were  involved  in  the  health  of  the  community,  and  the  Order 
was  never  intended  to  interfere  with  the  supply  of  medicines 
to  the  sick.  A  man  came  in  shortly,  after  seven  o'clock  and 
handed  in  a  prescription,  and  as  it  would  take  some  time 
the  customer  said  he  would  call  back  for  it.  The  assistant 
was  actually  engaged  compounding  when  the  sergeant  came 
to  the  door.  The  next  night  a  prescription  was  being 
made  for  Dr.  Burke,  Ballinagh.  Evidence  was  then  called, 
after  which  the  Chairman  said  that  if  the  assistant  had  told 
the  sergeant  what  he  had  told  the  Court  there  would  have 
been  no  prosecution.  Inspector  McEntee  said  he  agi'eed. 
The  case  was  then  dismissed. — There  was  -  a  similar  case 
against  Mr.  J.  J.  Cole,  J. P.,  Ph.C,  who  did  not  adjudicate 
in  the  foregoing.  Mr.  Cole  laughingly  remarked  he  had 
never  heard  of  the  summons  before.  Constable  McCua 
proved  service  of  the  summons  by  leaving  it  with  his  assist- 
ant, Mr.  Davidson,  in  the  shop.  The  case  was  adjourned 
to  next  Sessions.

The  Tipperary  Board  of  Guardians  have  unanimously  in- 
creased the  salary  of  their  compounder  (Mr.  P.  J.  Malor.ey) 
by  307.  a  year. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Harrington,  Hon.  Treasurer  of  the  Cork  Indus- 
trial Development  Association,  has  retired  and  has  been 
elected  a  life  member. 

At  Tuam  Petty  Sessions,  Maria  Brown,  Culnafay.  was 
fined  3s.  6d.,  and  costs,  for  supplying  i^psom  salts  containing 
20  parts  per  million  of  arsenious  oxide. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Cole,  Ph.C,  Cavan,  has  been  appointed  to  the 
Commission  of  the  Peace  of  that  county,  and  was  sworn  in 
at  the  fortnightly  Court  of  Petty  Sessions  on  January  10. 

The  North  Irish  Pharmacists'  Association  has  affiliated 
with  the  Belfast  and '  District  Chamber  of  Trade,  an  or- 
ganisation for  the  purpose  of  protecting  retailers'  interests. 

The  Larne  Urban  District  Council  has  just  received 
intimation  that  the  Lord-Lieutenant  has  confirmed  the 
chemists'  closing  order  under  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  made  on 
November  4  last. 

The  death  took  place  on  January  5  of  Mrs.  Anna  Maria 
Clotworthy,  widow,  of  Mr.  Samuel  Clotworthy,  for  many 
years  head,  of  one  of  the  leading  wholesale  drug  houses  in 
Belfast,  which  has  passed  out  of  existence. 

At  Strabane  on  January  7,  a  man  named  Patrick 
McLoughlin  was  charged  with  the  theft  of  articles  to  the 
value  of  7s.  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  James  Hill,  chemist.  He 
pleaded  guilty,  and,  on  promising  to  pay  compensation,  was 
discharged  with  a  caution. 

Negotiations  are  proceeding  between  the  National  Amal- 
gamated Union  of  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen  and 
Clerks  and  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  con- 
corning  the  interpretation  of  certain  points  of  the  agree- 
ment reached  in  November  last. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Irish  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation has  been  fixed  for  February  5.  The  business  meet- 
ing will  be  followed  by  a  social  and  an  educational  evening. 
The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  iSociety  of  Ireland  will  hold 
its  annual  meeting  in  the  same  month,  and  the  Ulster  Drug 
Trade  Association  in  March. 


At  Belfast  Police  Court  last  week  the  magisterial  inquiry 
was  concluded  into  the  charge  of  murder  preferred  against 
Norman  O.  McConnell,  proprietor  of  the  Medical  Hall. 
113  North  Street,  in  respect  of  the  death  of  Ellen  Jane 
Reid,  aged  twenty-six,  on  November  3,  1918.  Mrs.  Mabel 
Hopkins,  Earlsdon,  Coventry,  identified  three  letters  pro- 
duced as  being  in  her  handwriting  and  addressed  early  in 
1918  to  Dr.  McConnell,  whom  she  did  not  know.  "She 
wanted  a  certain  medicine  from  Dr.  McConnell.  She  sent 
a  sum  of  30s.  to  Dr.  McConnell  in  postal  orders,  and  got 
by  parcel-post  a  bottle  of  medicine  and  a  box  of  pills,  and 
later  on  a'  second  parcel.  She  afterwards  got  a  letter 
asking  for  more  money,  but  she  did  not  send  any.  Other 
witnesses  were  called,  and  the  accused  were  committed  for 
trial  at  the  Assizes,  bail  being  refused. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  North  and  West  of  Ireland 
Commercial  Travellers'  Association  in  Belfast  on 
January  11,  Mr.  Thos.  W.  Gibson  was  elected  President 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr.  Gibson,  who  is  a  native  of 
county  Londonderry,  has  been  with  Thomas  MoMullan  & 
Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  for  thirty-one  years,  and  for 
twenty-eight  years  has  been  their  principal  city  repre- 
sentative. He  is  a  member  of  the  Belfast  Cathedral  choir 
and  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  members  of  the  Belfast 
Amateur  Operatic  Society.  Mr.  Gibson  is  also  a  member 
of  the  Masonic  Order,  a  Vice-President  of  the  Belfast 
Charity  Fund,  and  P.M.  of  667  and  of  Commercial  Lodge 
418.  The  annual  report  of  the  Association  contained  an 
appreciative  reference  to  the  late  Mr.  Wm.  Jamison,  of 
Shaw  &  Jamison,  wholesale  druggists.  Belfast,  and  ex- 
President  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ire- 
land, who  died  during  the  year. 


Scottish  News. 


Brevities. 

Sergeant  W.  Michie,  1st  K.O.iS.B.,  brother  of  Mr.  D.  C 
Michie,  chemist,  Hawick,  has  been  awarded  the  D.C.M. 

Chemists  have  now  practically  no  demand  for  an  embroca- 
tion which  created  so  much  talk  in  wholesale  and  retail 
circles.  The  ability  to  supply  an  equally  good  article  at  a 
better  profit  is  the  secret. 

They  were  discussing  the  vexed  question  of  adequate  re- 
muneration for  assistants.  "  At  any  rate,"  murmured  the 
older  employer,  a  rather  kindly  pharmacist,  "I'm  glad  all 
my  quondam  masters  have  drifted  to  a  better  land — where 
there  is  no  parting  !  " 

Handing  a  sweep  half-a-crown  the  other  morning  for  a 
few  minutes'  work,  and  watching  him  walk  away  with  the 
soot  from  the  chimney  to  turn  into  current  coin  also,  a 
pharmacist  could  not  help  thinking  that  there  are  more 
profitable  occupations  than  Insurance  dispensing. 

"  Into  my  pharmacy  to-day,"  writes  a  Fifeslvre  chemist, 
"there  stepped  a  ten-year-old  urchin,  who  requested  'A 
pennyworth  o'  sugar  ally  '  (Succus  Solazzi).  On  being 
informed  that  the  smallest  quantity  would  cost  him  four- 
pence,  he  inquired,  '  Will  it  no  be  cummin'  cheaper  yet?  '  " 

It  is  suggested  that  chemists  should  institute  an  adver- 
tising'crusade  against  the  Co-operative  retailing  of  packed 
goods  and  proprietaries.  When  chemists  can  convince  the 
public  that  to  buy  an  article  for  Is.  Sd.  (with  2d.  on  the  Is. 
dividend  from  the  iStores)  which  the  chemist  sells  for  Is.  It?, 
is  poor  business,  all  will  be  well. 

As  a  sign  of  the  times,  it  is  stated  that  a  large  number 
of  chemists'  businesses  in  Scotland  are  at  present  on  the 
market.  Now  that  6?.  and  11.  per  week  of  a  fixed  salary 
is  assured,  and  5  per  cent,  interest  on  capital  can  be  got, 
it  is  a  wonder,  according  to  some  commentators,  that  even 
more  businesses  are  not  closed  down. 

Reporting  to  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society,  Dr. 
J.  F.  Tocher,  chemist,  states  that  a  sample  of  East  Coast 
guano  he  analysed  yielded  I5  per  cent,  nitrogen,  8i  per 
cent,  insoluble  phosphates,  and  £  per  cent,  potash.  A 
sample  of  peat  gave  very  poor  results  compared  with  other 
localities,  calculations  showing  a  yield  of  only  1  cwt.  sul- 
phate of  ammonia  per  li  tons  peat. 

Much  interest  attaches  to  the  fact  that  since  the  war  a 
mineral  has  been  found  and  quarried  in  the  Saltcoats  and 
Kilwinning  districts  having  the  formula:  Silica,  35.40; 
alumina,  41.50:  ferric  acid,  4.95:  calcium,  1.20;  magnesia, 
0.50:  loss  on  ignition;  16.45.  Before  the  war  a  powder 
inferior  to  this  was  imported  from  Germany  for  use  in 
hardening  firebricks  for  steel  furnaces.  The  importation, 
of  course,  stopped  in  1914.  but  since  then  the  above  mineral 
has  proved  of  enormous  value  to  the  steel  industry.  It 
transpires  that  the  German  powder  was  imported  as  mineral 
from  a  neighbouring  country  into  Germany,  where  is  was 
ground  and  shipped  here;  but  now  we  are  doing  without 
Germany. 
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Dundee. 

Dundee  chemists  now  close  at  8  p.m.  on  Saturdays.  The 
new  closing  came  into  force  after  January  11,  and  the  fact 
was  prominently,  advertised  in  the  local  Press. 

Local  chemists  are  complaining  that  they  cannot  recall 
any  trade  intimation  regarding  the  introduction  of 
Genasprin,  which,  however,  is  being  advertised  to  the  public 
in  the  Scottish  newspapers. 

It  is  announced  that  Professor  Patrick  Geddes,  who  has 
been  in  the  Chair  of  Botany  in  University  College,  Dundee, 
since  1898,  will  retire  at  the  end  of  the  present  year.  Pro- 
fessor Geddes  has  attained  a  world-wide  celebrity,  and  his 
retirement  will 'be  much  regretted. 

Edinburgh. 

A  local  practitioner  is  prescribing  mixtures  containing 
sod.  bicarb,  and  bismuth,  salicylate,  which  he  directs  to  be 
prepared  with  hot  water. 

In  some  districts  licensed  dealers  are  very  unwilling,  to 
supply  brandy  and  whisky  in  small  quantities  to  persons 
wiith  the  requisite  medical  authority.  The  successful  plan 
is  to  secure  a  handy  policeman  as  chaperon. 
•  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh,  Leith  and  District 
branch  of  the  Commercial  Travellers'  Association  on 
January  11,  Mr.  G.  H.  C.  Rowland,  chemist  and  druggist, 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Entertainments  Committee. 

A  woman,  named  Catherine  Gray,  was  sent  to  prison  for 
three  months  by  the  Sheriff,  on  January  7,  for  tendering  a 
farthing  in  a  chemist's  shop  in  the  Grassmarket,  Edin- 
burgh, and  inducing  the  assistant  to  supply  a  tonic  drink 
and  9s.  6d.  change.  • 

The  high  price  of  linseed-meal — lOd,  to  Is.  per  lb. — has 
possibly  induced  the  faculty  to  prescribe  other  things.  One 
doctor  says  that  a  thin,  smooth  paste  of  pure  mustard  and 
oil,  applied  externally,  is  admirable  for  bronchitis,  etc., 
while  another  has  been  ordering  cloths  wrung  out  of  hot 
water  and  mustard  for  the  similar  ailments. 

Captain  Alexander  Gemmell,  D.Sc.,  who  has  died  as  a 
result,  it  is  stated,  of  illness  caused  by  conducting  experi- 
ments in  poison-gas  research,  was  a  son  of  Professor  G.  H. 
Gemmell,  of  the  firm  of  Headman  &  Gemmell,  analytical 
chemists,  Edinburgh.  He  was  assistant  to  the  Professor  of 
Chemistry  at  Edinburgh  University  for  two  years  before 
joining  his  father  in  business.  When  the  war  broke  out  he 
rejoined  the  University  O.T.C.  and  commanded  his  unit  for 
a  year.  Later  he  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
Anti-Gas  School,  Scottish  Command,  but  in  1917  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Anti-Gas  Department,  University  Col- 
lege, London,  where  (like  the  late  Captain  B.  M.  Brander, 
of  the  C.  &  D.  staff)  he  worked  under  the  late  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Harrison. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

"  The  Glasgow  police  have  made  several  sensational  arrests 
ari  connection  with  the  issue  and  circulation  of  counterfeit 
Treasury  notes  in  and  around  the  city.  A  complete  litho- 
graphic outfit  has  been  seized. 

Greenook  has  earned  a  new  reputation.  It  is  claimed 
that  Ned  Kelly,  the  notorious  Australian  bushranger,  was 
born  in  "  Driepopolis,"  and  a  Greenock  chemist  claims  a 
kinsman  of  Ned's  as  one  of  his  customers.  We  hope  he 
does  not  develop  his  notorious  relative's  wilder  propensities. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Court  of  Glasgow  University  on 
January  9,  Sir  Donald  MacAlister  intimated  that  Mr. 
W.  G.  Gardiner  and  his  brother,  Mr.  F.  C.  Gardiner,  ship- 
owners, had  given  60,000/.  to  endow  three  new  Chairs  in  the 
University — one  of  Bacteriology,  one  of  Organic  Chemistry, 
and  a  third  of  Physiological  Chemistry.  This  gift  will  add 
greatly  to  the  teaching-power  of  Glasgow .  University,  in 
which  there,  is  already  in  the  Faculty  of  Science  a  Chair  of 
Chemistry,  which  was  founded  by  George  III.  in  1817. 

Demobilisation.— The  Ministry  of  Labour  have  circulated 
the  following  replies  to  doubtful  points  that  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  them :  Officers  and  men  in  hospital  will  be  de- 
mobilised so  soon  as  they  are  discharged  from  hospital, 
with  the  exception  of  certain  special  cases  and  of  men  who 
■have  been  less  than  twenty-eight  days  in  hospital.  Men  over 
forty-one  whose  demobilisation  has  been  ordered  are  (a)  men 
who  had  attained  the  age  of  forty-one  years  when  posted 
■under  the  Military  Service  (No.  2)  Act,  1918;  (6)  men  who, 
having  completed  their  engagements,  were  retained  under 
the  Military  Service  (No.  2)  Act,  and  are  over  forty-one 
years  of  age  ;  (c)  men  who  volunteered  for  the  duration  of 
the  war  and  who  attained  tho  age  of  forty-one  years  on  or 
before  April  18,  1918,  and  men  who  were  serving  on  a  normal 
engagement  and  who  agreed  to  continue  to  serve  for  the 
duration  of  the  war,  and  who  attained  the  age  of  forty-one 
years  on  or  before  April  18,  1918.  The  above  applies  equally 
to  those  men  who  have  since  obtained  commissions. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Dried  Eggs. — M.  L.  Garnier,  professor  at  the  Nancy 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  has  analysed  tho  well-known  powdered 
dried  eggs.  He  classes  them  "among  tho  substitutes  of 
good  quality  and  real  alimentary  value,  of  which  the  use 
may  be  recommended  to  the  public  when  fresh  eggs  are 
unprocurable."  He  was  unable  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  the 
real  origin  of  samples,  but  understood  they  were  Japanese  or 
Chinese.  Fie  adds  that  a  kilogramme  (roughly,  2  lb.)  of  the 
powder  represents  the  value  of  sixty-six  average  eggs. 

French  Exports.— Mr.  C.  N.  Hurley,  Director  of  the  U.S, 
Emergency  Shipping  Board,  is  at  present  in  Paris.  He 
proposes  to  utilise  the  million  and  a  half  tons  of  American 
shipping,  which  at  present  recrossos  the  Atlantic  principally 
in  ballast,  to  convey  cargoes  of  European  products  to  trans- 
atlantic ports.  One  of  the  most  important  items  should  be 
potash,  of  which  the  United  States  requires  some  600,000 
tons  per  annum,  and  has  received  very  little  since  the  war. 
The  Alsatian  potash  mines,  situated  near  Mulhouse,  are  one 
of  the  principal  mineral  resources  of  the  restored  provinces. 
Their  value  has  been  estimated  at  50  milliards  of  francs. 

Demobilising  Pharmacists. — M.  Louis  Mourier,  Under- 
Secretary  of  State  for  Sanitary  Services,  assured  the  French 
Parliament  that  Army  surgeons  and  pharmacists  are  being 
steadily  demobilised  according  to  age.  The  "  1891  class  " — 
i.e.,  men  «of  forty -eight — were  freed  early  in  December. 
Other  ''classes"  have,  followed;  the  "  1896-97  "  men  (forty- 
three  and  forty-four  years  of  age)  are  at  present  being  sent 
to  their  districts,  to  be  formally  discharged  later.  This 
reduction  of  staff  has  been  rendered  possible,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  6ome  180,000  men  are  still  in  the  hospitals,  by 
grouping  the  wounded  in  Large  centres  and  steadily  abolish- 
ing small  isolated  establishments. 

Their  Sons. — M.  Rene  Perrot,  son  of  the  Professor  of 
Materia  Medica  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  was 
twenty  years  of  age,  and  had  already  been  twice  wounded 
and  twice  cited  for  gallant  conduct  when  ho  fell  at  the 
head  of  his  men. — Lieutenant  Guerbet,  another  victim  of 
.the  war,  was  the  son  of  the  head  pharmacist  of  the  Tenon 
Hospital,  Paris. — Dr.  Henri  Martin,  President  of  the  General 
Association  of  French  Pharmacists,  has  lost  his  son  Edward. 
He  died  of  pneumonia,  but  had  served  in  the  army,  won 
the  War  Cross,  and  been  for  some  time  a  prisoner  in 
Germany. — Adjutant  J.  F.  Roques,  who  has  been  awarded 
the  Military  Medal  and  cited  for  the  fourth  time  for  bril- 
liant services  in  aviation,  is  the  son  of  the  well-known  whole- 
sale druggist  in  Paris. 

On  the  Down  Grade. — One  of  the  duties  of  M.  Balland, 
the  well-known  army  pharmacist,  in  his  laboratory  at  tho 
Invalids,  has  been  to  analyse  samples  of  food,  etc.,  cap- 
tured from  the  enemy.  His  report,  just  published,  throws 
a.  curious  and  interesting  sidelight  on  the  results  of  the 
blockade  of  Germany.  The  samples  of  flour  captured  in 
November  1914  consisted  of  wheat  and  rye  mixed.  In 
March  1915  it  was  pure  rye-flour.  An  army  bread  sample 
in  January  1916  showed  rye  mixed  with  smaller  quantities 
of  wheat  and  maize.  In  February  1917  unbolted  rye-flour  was 
used,  and  in  May  1917  the  same  flour,  but  mingled  with 
sawdust,  which  M.  Collin,  the  well-known  miero- 
"rapher,  declares  to  be  that  of  popular  timber.  "  Such 
bread  is  famine  bread,"  adds  M.  Balland.  Even  during  the 
sieo-e  of  Paris,  in  1871.  sawdust  was  never  used,  he  remarks. 
It  Is  interesting  to  not?  that  while  the  German  Army  ate 
pure  rye  bread  (November  1915)  the  flour  used  to  make 
bread  for  prisoners  at  the  camp  of  Lechfeld  (Bavaria)  was 
common  tapioca  powder.  Bread  and  flour  were  of  course, 
not  the  onlv  matters  analysed.  A  small  .P\cket,  (October 
1916)  was  saccharin,  used  to  replace  sugar  in  hot  beverages. 
A  tin  contained  slabs  of  paraffin  wax  suitable  for  trench 
cookers.  Tbs  tinned  soups  dated  1912  and  1913  contained 
"a  larger  proportion  of  fatty  matter"  than  those  of  1916. 
A  Russian  pomade"  of  soft  paraffin,  camphor  tar  ^nd 
aniseed  oil  was  evidently  a  precaution  against  insect  pest*. 
A  cake  sent  from  Karlsruhe  to  a  lieutenant  in  November 
1917  was  com  osod  of  wheat  and  rye  flour  and  pot, .to  flour 
flavoured  with  cinnamon.  Of  two  ".tobacco,  samp.es  taken 
in  February  1918,  one  only  contained  ^  tobacco,  ihe 
other  was  a  heterogeneous  mixture  in  which  hops,  elder 
S    rushes    and  leaves  and  small  stalks  of  half-a-dozen 

product  of  China  or  Ceylon. 
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Java  Cinchona  Companies. 


Accoeding  to  the  1917  report  of  the  West  Java.  Cinchona 
Planting  Co.,  of  the  931  bouws  maintained  under  permanent 
crops  108  are  occupied  by  cinchona,  771  by  tea,  46  by  timber, 
and  5  by  nurseries.  The  further  exploitation  of  cinchona 
at  Panjairan  is  under  consideration;  this  question  has  been 
investigated  by  Van  Vloten  and  Reynst.  The  former  states 
that  the  replanting  of  land  with  cinchona_  immediately  after 
clearing  gives  disappointing  results,  as  time  is  required  to 
get  rid  of  root-canker  and  to  allow  the  soil  to  recover  the 
proper  texture.  According  to  this  expert  the  cleared  land 
should  be  used  for  timber  production  for  about  twelve  years. 
Mr.  Reynst  is  also  against  replanting  immediately,  either 
with  cinchona  or  tea,  and  recommends  a  long  fallow,  though 
he  points  out  that  the  growth  of  albizzias  would  be  'useful 
as  a  means  of  adding  nitrogen,  and  improving  the  texture 
of  the  soils.  Either  of  these  courses  implies  considerable 
expense,  and  a  decision  as  to  which,  if  either  is  to  bo 
followed,  has  not  yet  been  arrived  at.  The  bark  harvested 
amounted  to  156,571  kilos.,  which  on  drying  yielded  52,350 
kilos.,  containing  on  the  average  6.7  per  cent,  of  genuine 
sulphate,  compared  with  7.14  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year. 
The  average  net  price  realised  was  10.574  cents,  -against 
11.366  cents  in  1916.  Owing  to  the  absorption  of  Dutch 
shipping  for  Allied  requirements,  20,083  kilos,  of  bark 
despatched  to  Amsterdam  did  not  arrive,  but  was  diverted 
partly  to  the  United  States  (6,928  kilos.)  and  partly  to 
the  United  Kingdom  (13,150  kilos.).  The  rest  of 
the  report  deals  chiefly  with  the  culture  of  the  tea-gardens 
and  the  1917  tea-harvest.  _ 

The  Soekaboem  Planting  Co.  is  concerned  chiefly  with 
tea,  rubber,  and  cinchona.  With  regard  to  cinchona  the 
company's  1917  report  states  that  the  temperature  was  not 
quite  so  favourable  as  in  1916.  The  nurseries  and  young 
plantations  did  well,  but  the  established  gardens  experienced 
a  good  deal  of  trouble  with  fungoid  diseases,  including 
"  dj ameer  cepas."  Shipping  difficulties  were  more  acute  than 
in  1916,  and  even  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  not 
possible  to  ship  anything  except  one  cargo  to  London  and 
another  to  North  America.  The  situation  was  relieved  to 
some  extent  by  the  extension  of  the  Bandoeng  Quinine  Works, 
which  made  it  possible  to  work  up  much  of  the  bark  in 
Java.  The  extent  of  this  development  may  be  gauged 
from  the  fact  that  the  deliveries  at  Bandoeng  of  "  quinine 
in  bark"  in  1917  were  146,889  kilos.,  against  96,072  kilos._.in 
1916,  the  corresponding  shipments  to  Amsterdam  being 
348,118  and  485,629  respectively.  The  small  deliveries  to 
Amsterdam  have  led  to  a  great  reduction  in  stocks  in  that 
market.  The  stock  on  December  31,  1916,  was  47,303  bales, 
of  which  only  1,384  remained  on  December  31,  1917.  As 
the  imports  to  Amsterdam  were  25,098  bales  in  1917,  the 
quantity  leaving  the  warehouses  during  the  year  amounted 
to  71,017  bales.  The  number  of  cinchona  undertakings  is 
given  officially  as  106  (102  in  Java  and  4  in  other  islands), 
with  144,468  hectares  under  cinchona  alone  and  13,738  hec- 
tares on  which  cinchona  and  other  crops  are  intermixed ; 
the  productive  area  is  .130,859  hectares.  The  demand  for 
druggists'  bark  in  1917  was  good,  possibly  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  other  kinds,  the  total  sales  being  284,312  kilos., 
containing  7,556  kilos,  of  quinine  sulphate.  The  following 
are  given  as  the  sales  of  cinchona  bark  in  Amsterdam  in 
recent  years  :

The  report  refers  in  complimentary  terms  to  the  work  of 
the  Association  for  the  Promotion  of  the  Interests  of  Cin- 
chona Producers  in  calling"  attention  to  the  grievances  of 
cinchona  planters,  and  goes  on  to  discuss  the  contract  with 
the  quinine  manufacturers.  This  contract,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, came  to  an  end  in  July  1918,  but  has  now  been 
renewed  between  the  Dutch  quinine  factories  (including 
Bandoeng)  and  the  Dutch-owned  plantations  in' Java.  The 
information  on  this  point  in  the  report  is  therefore  out  of 
date,  though  it  contains  some  items  of  interest.  With 
regard  to  druggists'  bark,  it  is  suggested  that  some  ruling 
should,  be  made  regarding  price,  so  that  druggists  in  the 
Dutch  East  Indies  may  not  have  to  i;e-import  this  type  "of 
bark  from  Amsterdam ;  further,  the  minimum  price 
should  ba  fixed  with  some  regard  to  the  demand  for  and 
supply  of/this  bark;  the  present  minimum  is  said  to  be  too 
high  Another  question  is  that  of  the  export  of  bark  in 
a  reduced  form  (apparently  some  kind  of  extract  is  intended) 
in  order  to  .save  shipping  space,  which  will  be  scarce  for 


some  years  to  come.  It  is  also  suggested  that  the  Kins. 
Bureau,  in  making  sales  of  bark,  should  have  available  both 
the  producers'  and  the  manufacturers'  analyses.  The  method, 
of  regulating  allowances  for  bark  delivered  at  Bandoeng 
also  needs  attention,  as  well  as  the  method  of  allocating 
quantities  of  bark  to  be  shipped  by  the  various  undertakings, 
so  as  to  permit  of  better  control  by  the  Bureau.  At  the  end 
of  December,  the  report  continues,  it  seemed  unlikely  that 
the  contract  would  be  renewed ;  the  English  companies  own- 
ing cinchona  estates  in  Java  were  inclined  to  withdraw, 
and  there  was  every  prospect  of  a  failure  to  keep  together 
the  quinine  manufacturers  in  various  countries.  It  was  in 
these  circumstances  that  negotiations  were  undertaken  to 
bring  about  an  understanding  between  the  Dutch  quinine 
factories  and  the  Dutch-owned  plantations,  which,  as  already 
mentioned  in  the  C.  &  D.,  have  proved  successful.  Further 
information  on  this  subject  is  promised  in  the  company's- 
next  report.

Sir  Auckland  Geddes 
being  the  Minister  in  charge.  Sir  Richard  Winfrey  has  not 
been  reappointed  as  a  Parliamentary  .Secretary  to  the? 
Board  of  Agriculture.  Sir  Alfred  Mond  remains  First 
Commissioner  of  Works,  while  Sir  L.  Worthingtoa  Evans; 
becomes  Minister  of  Pensions. 
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The  Air-raids  on  London. 

German  methods  of  warfare  have  been  characterised 
throughout  by  a  disregard  of  the  usages  recognised  as 
Jegitimate  by  civilised  nations.  The  list  of  crimes  which 
Germans  have  to  answer  for  is  appalling.  One  of 
the  Hun  methods  consisted  in  attacking  unfortified  towns 
and  undefended  cities  by  means  of  bombs  dropped  from 
aircraft.  London  was  subjected  to  twenty-five  raids  by 
German  airships  and  aeroplanes.  We  have  not 
hitherto  been  able  to  publish  particulars  of  the  localities 
affected  or  the.  damage  which  was  done,  but  the  restrictions 
having  been  relaxed,  we  can  now  disclose  these  facts, 
itaken  from  the  official  reports  issued  by  Lieut. -Comdr.  S. 
■Sampson  Sladen,  E.N.,  who  was  just  retired  from  the  chief 
•ofneership  of  the  London  Fire  Brigade. 

The  first  air-raid  on  London  was  on  May  31,  1915,.  It 
occurred  at  11.7  p.m.,  but  neither  in  this  raid  nor  in  that  of 
^September  7,  1915,  was  any  damage  done  to  premises  con- 
nected with  the  drug-trade. 

In  raid  No.  3,  which  took  place  on  September  8, 
1915,  an  explosive  bomb  was  dropped  in  Farringdon 
Road,  E.C.,  at  10.50  p.m.,  close  to  the  premises  of  Boots 
■Cash  Chemists  (Southern),  Ltd.,  29-31  Farringdon  Road, 
where  the  coping-stone  and  window-glass  were  damaged  by 
■breakage.  At  33  Farringdon  Road,  the  premises  of  the 
Anglo-American  Drug  Co.  were  affected,  the  fourth  floor 
and  the  contents  being  slightly  damaged  by  explosion  and 
.fire,  and  the  door  and  window-glass  by  breakage.  At 
35-37  Farringdon  Road,  the  premises  of  A.  J.  White,  Ltd., 
patent-medicine  manufacturers,  also  suffered,  the  roof,  sky- 
light, and  window-glass  being  damaged  by  breakage.  At 
39  Farringdon  Road,  the  window-glass  of  the  premises  of 
Menley  &  James,  Ltd.,  was  damaged  by  breakage;  and  the 
same  remark  applies  to  41  Farringdon  Road,  the  premises 
of  6.  Kutnow  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists.  At 
57  Farringdon  Road,  the  premises  of  Boots  Cash  Chemists 
(Southern),  Ltd.,  were  also  affected,  the  basement  and  the 
contents  being  slightly  damaged  by  water,  and  the  window- 
glass  and  pavement  lights  by  breakage.  The  premises  of 
G.  B.  Kent  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  brushmakers,  at  75  Farringdon 
Road,  had  the  window-glass  broken.  An  incendiary  bomb, 
which  was  dropped  at  10.51  P.M.,  resulted  in  the  broken 
window-glass  at  the  drug-stores  of  (Mr.  M.  Brodie,  49  Theo- 
balds Road,  W.C.  An  incendiary  bomb,  which  was  dropped 
at  11.4  p.m.  in  Bartholomew  Close,  caused  very  serious 
damage  at  23a  in  that  thoroughfare  to  the  premises  of 
J.  Houghton  &  'Sons,  drysalters  and  wholesale  druggists.  A 
'building  of  four  floors,  about  70  ft.  by  35  ft.,  used  as  a  store, 
and  the  contents  were  seriously  damaged  by  fire,  heat, 
smoke,  and  water,  and  a  part  of  the  roof  was  destroyed. 
The  same  bomb  did  damage  at  27  Bartholomew  Close, 
the  premises  of  the  same  firm.  Great  damage  was  also 
caused  by  the  same  bomb  at  60  Bartholomew  Close,  to  the 
very  extensive  premises  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.  Here  a  large  range  of  buildings,  one  of  seven 
floors,  covering  an  area  of  about  200  ft.  by  150  ft.  and 
used  by  the  firm  as  manufactory,  offices,  and  stores,  had 
the  entire  front  severely  damaged  b"y  the  tremendous  effects 
of  the  explosion.  One  remarkable  feature  of  it  was  that  the 
building  presented  the  appearance  of  having  been  pushed 
back  some  half  a  dozen  feet,  while  the  whole  of  the  inside 
of  the  building-  was  exposed  to  view.  A  little  further 
away,  at  63  Bartholomew  Close,  the  foi-ce  of  the  ex- 
plosion shattered  the  glass  in  all  the  windows  of  the  lofty 
warehouse  tenanted  by  Mr.  W.  Neumann,  essential-oil 
merchant.  The  premises  a/t  15  Westmoreland  Buildings, 
Bartholomew  Close,  occupied  by  Spur  way  &  Co.,  perfumers, 
v,  ere  also  damaged.  Not  far  away,  practically  every 
window-pane  was  shattered  in  the  extensive  warehouses 
22  and  28  Charterhouse  Square,  Little  Britain,  West  Smith- 
field,  occupied  by  F.  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  druggists' 
sundriesmen. 

In  raid  No.  4,  which  occurred  at  9.27  p.m.  on  October  H, 
1915,  and  caused  great  damage  in  Central  London,  not  a 
single  set  of  trade  premises  was  damaged  ;  while  raid  No.  5, 
which  occurred  at  1.38  a.m.  on  August  25,  1916,  did  great 
damage  toi  house  property  in  the  S.E.  district,  but  did  not 
affect  drug-business  premises.  In  raid  No.  6,  which 
occurred  on  September  tlh  1916,  an  explosive  bomb, 
which  fell  at  12.44  A.M.  in  Streatham  High  Road, 
caused  serious  damage  at  Nos.  296  and  298,  to  the  premises 
of  Messrs.  Goddens.  chemists,  where  shops  and  houses  of 
eighteen  rooms  each  and  the  contents  were  practically 
wrecked  and  severely  damaged  by  the  bombs  dropped  by  a 
Zeppelin.  No  damage  was  caused  to  trade  premises  in 
raid  No.  7,  which  occurred  in  daylight  on  November _  tS, 
ipTG,  between  eleven  o'clock  and  noon,  when  a  single  raider 


flew  across  the  West  End  and  dropped  six  bombs.  The 
same  remark  applies  to  raid  No.  8,  which  occurred  at 
12.49  A.M.  on  May  7,  19-17,  at  midnight,  when  one  got 
through.  In  raid  No.  9,  which  occurred  on  June  1//,  1917, 
at  11.36  A.M. — a  daylight  raid — an  explosive  bomb  was 
dropped  at  11.46  a.m.  in  Maiden  Lane,  City,  and  No.  1 
the  premises  of  R,  W.  Greeff  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists, 
sustained  damage  to  the  roof  and  window-glass.  By  a 
bomb  which  was  dropped  in  Central  Street,  Finsbury,  the 
drug-stores  of  Mr.  E.  Lowe,  47  Central  Street,  Finsbury, 
sustained  damage,  the  window-glass  being  shattered.  At 
83-35  Curtain  Read,  Shoreditch,  the  premises  of  Mr.  E.~ 
Howlett,  wholesale  druggist,  were  also  affected,  the  window- 
glass  of  the  warehouse  being  shattered. 

Raid  No.  10,  which  occurred  in  daylight  on  Saturday. 
July  7,  1917,  caused  great  damage,  particularly  in  the 
City.  Between  twenty  and  thirty  Gothas  flew  over  the  City 
leisurely  and  unattached,  coming  from  the  north-east  of 
the  Metropolis,  and  circling  round  the  City  dropped  bombs 
which  were  nearly  all  of  an  explosive  character.  Some  of 
the  trade  premises  which  had  felt  the  effects  of  the  pre- 
vious raids  again  sustained  damage,  and  the  Fire  Brigade 
had  a  heavy  strain  put  upon  them  in  dealing  with  the 
fires  which  followed  the  dropping  of  the  bombs.  One  of 
the  first  of  these  was  dropped  at  10.36  a.m.  at  27  Bartholo- 
mew Close,  City,  upon  the  premises  of  J.  Houghton  &  Sons. 
It  is  believed  that  two  explosive  bombs  dropped  simul- 
taneously on  these  premises.  The  place  was  practically 
wrecked,  and  a  disastrous*  fire  immediately  followed.  The 
official  report  summarises  the  damage  as  follows :  "  A 
building  of  three,  five,  and  six  floors,  about  90  ft.  by  60  ft., 
used  as  manufactory,  office,  and  store,  and  the  contents, 
severely  damaged  by  explosion  and  fire  and  fallen  down. 
One  male  killed,  three  males  and  one  female  injured. 
Several  perssns  reported  missing."  At  the  same  moment 
an  explosive  bomb  was  dropped  at  60  Bartholomew  Close, 
upon  the  premises  of  Evans  -Sons  Lescher  k  Webb,  Ltd., 
wholesale  druggists,  and  here  again  serious  damage  was 
caused,  the  official  summary  being  in  the  following  terms  : 
"  A  range  of  buildings  of  one,  four,  and  seven  floors, 
covering  an  area  of  about  200  ft.  by  150  ft,  (used  as  manu- 
factory, offices,  and  stores)  :  front  damaged  by  explosion 
and  fire ;  rest  of  building  slightly  damaged  by  w.ater  and 
breakage."  At  the  same  time  an  explosive  bomb  was 
dropped  at  1  and  2  Cox's  Court,  Little  Britain,  E.G..  on 
premises  occupied  bv  A.  Leonard  &  Co.,  medicated-wadding 
manufacturers,  and  two  other  firms.  The  report  states : 
"  A  range  of  buildings  of  four  and  five  floors,  covering  an 
area  of  about  120  ft.  by  35  ft.  (used  as  showrooms,  work- 
rooms, offices,  and  stores),  and.  the  contents,  severely 
damaged  by  explosion  and  fire  and  the  roofs  off.  One 
male  and  four  females  imured  and  taken  to  a  hospital.  One 
male  since  dead."  As  the  results  of  another  bomb  which 
was  dropped  simultaneously  at  St.  Martin's-le-Grand.  strik- 
ing the  corner  of  the  General  Post  Office,  the  window-glass 
was  shattered  of  the  pharmacy  of  Cassie  &  Co.,  chemists. 
49  Newtrate  Street.  E.C.  Another  bomb,  which  was  dropped 
at  15  Albion  Buildings.  Bartholomew  Close,  caused  damage 
to  the  premises,  at  16,  of  G.  Higgins  &  Co.,  druggists' 
sundriesmen;  and  one,  falling  on  6  Falcon  Street.  Alders- 
gate  Street,  City,  shattered  the  windows  on  the  pre- 
mises of  E.  Garrod  &  Co.,  druggists'  sundriesmen.  at 
3  Falcon  Street.  Another  bomb,  which  was  dropped  on 
premises  at  75  and  76  Little  Britain,  Aldersgate  Street, 
shattered  all  the  windows  at  the  premises  occupied  bv 
S.  Maw.  Son  &  Sons.  Ltd.,  at  12  Little  Britain.  One  which 
fell  at  89  Upper  Thames  Street,  on  the  City  of  London 
Brewery,  shattered  all  the  sdass  at  the  premises  of  Mr.  T. 
Dene,  isinglass  importer.  Old  Swan  Lane,  Upper  Thames 
Street.  By  a.  bomb  which  dropped  in  St.  Thomas's  Street. 
Pouthwark.  the  medical  school  was  affected,  and  the  window- 
glass  of  a  back  building  150  ft.  by  60  ft.  was  shattered. 

In  raid  No.  11.  which  occurred  on  September  1,  19V,  at 
11.58  p.m.,  one  of  the  first  bombs  dropped  in  Castle  Street 
East  W  on  a  big  dranerv  establishment,  and  shattered  all 
the  window-glass  in  the  premises  of  Foster  McCleilan 
manufacturing  chemists,  8  Wells  Street,  Oxford  Street.  A 
little  while  afterwiards  a  bomb,  dropped  at  Aear  Street. 
Strand  damaged  the  front  part  of  the  Charmer  Ooss  Hos- 
pital Medical  School.  Bv  an  exnlosive  bomb  which  dropped 
at  Welleslev  Road.  Camden  Town,  the  window-glass  was 
shattered  of  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  H.  S.  Allen,  chemist. 
137  Ouepn's  Crescent.  Another  bomb  drooned  m  Tjchhorne. 
Street,  Edgware  Road,  and  broke  the  windows  of  Mr.  C.  J  - 
Miles,  chemist.  i  »* 

In  raid  No.  12.  which  occurred  on  September  Vi, 
1917  at  9  8  P.M.,  n,  bomb  which  was  dronped  shattered  the 
window-frlass  of  the  premises  of  Mr.  W.  Jones,  chemist. 
134  Southampton  Row.  and  also  shattered  the  wmdow-srlass 
at  Boutalls,  Ltd.,  150  Russell  Mansions,  Southampton  Row. 
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Damage  was  also  caused  by  the  same  bomb  to  the  front 
part  of  the  buildings  and  its  contents  at  114  and  116  Russell 
Square  Mansions,  Southampton  Row,  tenanted  by  S.  R. 
Van  Duzer  &  Son.  By  a  bomb  dropped  in  Garrett  Street, 
Finsbury,  the  window-glass  of  the  premises  occupied  by 
British  Alkaloids,  Ltd.,  86  Banner  Street,  Finsbury,  was 
shattered,  and  the  door  and  window  glass  of  the  premises 
occupied  by  British  Salicylates,  Ltd.,  90  Banner  Street, 
were  damaged  by  breakage.  At  104-106  Golden  Lane,  Fins- 
bury, the  window-glass  of  the  premises  occupied  by  J.  Timp- 
son  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  medical-plaster  makers,  was  broken. 

Raid  No.  13  took  place  at  7.57  p.m.  on  September  to,  191.7. 
No  damage  was  done  to  trade  premises.  In  raid  No.  14., 
which  occurred  on  September  29,  1917,  at  9.25  p.m.,  damage 
by  anti-aircraft  shell  was  caused  to  the  roof  of  the  premises 
of  the  Manbre  Saccharin  Co.,  Brandenburgh  Road,  Hammer- 
smith. In  raid  No.  15,  which  occurred  on  September  30, 
1917,  at  6.9  p.m.,  the  window-glass  was  broken  at  75  Chrisp 
Street,  Poplar,  tenanted  by  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.  As 
the  result  of  an  explosive  bomb  dropped  at  21  George  Street, 
Woolwich,  damage  was  caused  to  the  premises  of  J.  Neale 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists.  In  raid  No.  16,  which  occurred  on 
October  1,  1917,  at  8.10  p.m.,  .no  damage  was  caused  to 
trade  premises ;  the  same  remark  applies  to  raid  No.  17, 
which  took  place  on  October  19,  1917,  at  11.34  p.m. 

In  raid  No.  18,  which  took  place  on  November  1,  1917,  at 
12.51  a.m.,  the  premises  of  Mr.  L.  E.  Salter,  chemist,  7  The 
Broadway  Norwood  Road,  sustained  damage  from  an  anti- 
aircraft shell.  In  raid  No.  19,  which  occurred  on  Decem- 
ber 6,  1917,  at  4.35  a.m.,  an  incendiary  bomb  dropped  at 
146  Holborn,  City,  resulted  in  the  shop  and  contents  of 
Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd.,  being  slightly  damaged  by  fire, 
heat,  smoke,  and  water.  In  the  same  raid  an  incendiary 
bomb  was  dropped  at  393  Commercial  Road,  E.,  on  the 
premises  of  Mr.  A.  T.  Styles,  chemist.  The  back  rooms 
on  the  first  and  second  floors  were  damaged  by  fire  and  the 
roof  burnt.  , 

In  raid  No.  20,  which  occurred  on  December  18,  1917, 
at  7.10  p.m.,  damage  was  caused  by  two  explosive  bombs 
which  fell  at  1  Southward  Park  Road,  S.E.,  on  the  pre- 
mises of  J.  &  E.  Atkinson, ,  Ltd.,  perfumers.  A  range 
of  buildings,  of  one,  two,  and  five  floors,  covering  an 
area  of  about  200  ft.  by  100  ft.,  used  as  workshops,  offices, 
and  stores,  and  the  contents,  were  seriously  damaged  as  a 
result  of  the  explosion  and  by  breakage.  In  raid  No.  21, 
which  occurred  on  January  28,  1918,  at  8.53  p.m.,  damage 
was  caused  at  95  Wandsworth  Road  to  the  premises  of 
Synthetics.  Ltd.,  by  an  explosive  bomb,  a  building  of 
two  and  three  floors,  about  75  ft.  by  15  ft.,  used  as  factory, 
office,  and  stores,  being  damaged.  In  raid  No.  22,  which 
occurred  on  February  10,  1918,  at  10.58  p.m.,  no  damage  was 
done  to  trade  premises ;  nor  wias  any  damage  caused  by 
raid  23,  which  occurred  on  February  17,  1918,  at  10.58  p.m. 

In  raid  24,  which  occurred  on  March  7,  1918,  at  11.55  p.m., 
an  explosiye  bomb  which  fell  at  30  Webb's  Road,-  Battersea, 
damagecTthe  premises  of  Mr.  J.  Cammack,  chemist,  where 
the  shop  and  premises  of  eight  rooms  was  damaged.  The 
last  raid  occurred  on  Whit-Sunday,  May  19,  1918,  at 
11.49  p.m.,  and  caused  considerable  damage  to  the  premises 
of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  at  1  Letch- 
ford  Buildings,  Three  Colts  Lane,  Bethnal  Green,  where 
two  explosive  bombs  dropped  at  11.51  p.m.  The  official 
report  states:  "  A  range  of  buildings  of  one,  two,  and  three 
floors,  covering  an  area  of  300  ft.  by  100  ft.,  used  as 
laboratory,  boiler-house,  packing-rooms,  offices,  and  stores  : 
about  one-third  of  the  contents  severely  damaged  by  the 
explosion  and  fire,  and  the  roof  destroyed ;  rest  of  the 
ditto  severely  damaged  by  heat,  smoke,  water,  and 
breakage ;  and  a  range  of  buildings  of  three  floors,  about 
350  ft.  by  50  ft.,  used  as  offices,  stationery  stores,  repair 
shop,  and  dwellings,  and  the  contents,  slightly  damaged  by 
heat,  smoke,  water,  and  breakage,  adjoining  and  com- 
municating." 

Owing  to  the  perfection  which  was  reached  in  defensive 
measures  the'  visits  of  the  Hun  air-raiders  brought  such 
disastrous  results  to  the  raiders  that  their  ardour  for  this 
class  of  "  f rightfulness  "  cooled  down.  Then  on 
November  11  the  Allies  granted  an  armistice  to  the 
Germans  and  normal  peace  and  quietness  were  assured  to 
London  and  the  other  districts  of  Great  Britain  which  had 
been  subjected  to  this  class  of  German  "  warfare."  The 
reprisals  of  the  Allied  air-forces  on  German  towns  probably 
contributed  to  bring  the  Huns  to  their  senses.

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  Progresses. 

It  has  discovered  that  there  is  a  certain 
waste  of  time  in  first  considering  questions  in  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  (which  comprises  the  whole  Council) 
and  reconsidering  them  the  next  day  in  the  Council  itself, 
sitting  as  such.  This  reminds  one  of  the  leading  case  of 
Ossawatomie  Brown,  who  was  imprisoned  for  ten  years 
in  a  room,  when  a  lucky  thought  struck  him — he  opened 
the  window  and  got  out.  It  is  interesting  to  watch  the 
dawn  of  intelligence  in  anybody,  especially  where  one  has 
begun  to  despair  of  it,  but  we  must  not  get  excited  over 
this  new  development  until  we  see  more  clearly  what  it 
portends.  Does  it  mean  the  abandonment  or  serious 
modification  of  the  old  policy  of  secrecy  ?  I  referred  the 
other  week  to  a  rumour  that  this  was  impending.  The 
new  arrangement  under  which  the  departmental  Com- 
mittees will  in  future  report  to  the  Council  in  time  to 
allow  of  their  being  read  and  studied  is  in  any  case  so 
sound  as  to  encourage  the  hope  that  the  Council  is  really 
waking  up  at  last.  Some  of  us  may  live  to  see  it  become  a 
iDusinesslike  body  yet. 

The  Principle  of  Co-optation  Excepted, 

there  is  nothing  to  be 
•said  against  the  Council's  choice  of  Mr.  Melhuish  to  fill 
the  place  vacated  by  Mr.  Harrington.  Mr.  Melhuish  is 
-a  good  man,  of  comparatively  conservative — or  shall  I , 
say  colourless  ? — opinions,  who  stood  next  after  Mr.  Kirk- 
patrick,  now,  alas  !  no  longer  with  us,  and  he  is  therefore 
as  obviously  marked  out  for  this  honour  as  anybody  could 
be,  but  no  case  of  co-optation  to  an  ostensibly  representa- 
tive body  should  be  allowed  to  pass  without  a  formal 
protest  against  the  principle.  The  original  and  strictly 
proper  meaning  of  co-optation  is  "to  choose  as  a  colleague, 
■friend,  or  member  of  one's  tribe  or  family."  This  is  very 
right  as  extended  to  a  college,  a  council  of  nobles,  or  a 
body  of  bravoes,  but  it  is  contradictory  of  the  democratic 
principle'  that  people  should  elect  their  own  representa- 
tives. 

The  Discussion  of  the  New  By-Laws 

at  the  Special  General 
Meeting  showed  a  good  deal  of  dissatisfaction  with  them, 
and  it  cannot  be  said  that  all  the  objections  advanced 
were  convincingly  answered.  There  is  a  case  for  not 
granting  certificates  for  passes  in  the  first  half  of  the 
Qualifying  'examination,  but  it  is  not  a  strong  one,  and 
the  certificates  might  easily  be  so  worded  as  to  be  useless 
as  advertisements.  Authentication  can  always  be 
obtained,  says  the  Secretary;  possibly,  but  it  ought  not 
to  be  necessary'  to  apply  for  it ;  when  a  man  has  passed 
he  has  passed,  and  he  has  a  right  to  an  acknowledgment 
of  the  fact.  It  is  still  clearer  that  re-examination  in  a 
subject  in  which  the  candidate  has  failed  ought  not  to 
depend  on  the  discretion  of  the  examiners.  It  is  no 
answer  to  say  that  this  would  lead  to  the  taking  of  the 
subjects  singly,  since  it  is  a  condition  of  re-examination 
that  the  candidate  shall  already  have  passed  in  every 
subject  but  one.  And  suppose  he  has  but  "  scraped 
through"  the  others?  A  good  many  who  pass  them  all 
at  once  probably  only  just  scrape  through.  Mr.  Higgs 
complimented  the  President  on  his  conduct  of  the  meet- 
ing. Exception  must,  however,  be  taken  to  his  undignified 
and  absurd  retort  on  those  who  have  criticised  the  raising 
of  the  examination  fees ;  even  a  tu  quoque.  ought  to  have 
some  sort  of  relevance,  but  this  had  none. 

Mr.  Body's  Reorganisation  Scheme 

is  implicitly  condemned  as 
impracticable  by  the  requirement  of  its  first  clause  that  r 


ceutical  Committees  must  in  fairness  submit  to  the  same 
condition.  This,  however,  the  Society  cannot  enforce,  nor 
can  the  Committees.  The  scheme,  in  fact,  could  only  be 
brought  into  force  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  that  in 
the  present  temper  of  the  craft  is  past  praying  for. 

The  Pharmacy  Workers'  Union 

has  put  forth,  as  you  say,  an 
amhitious  programme,  but  it  is  an  incomplete  one,  and 
one  that  in  my  opinion  lacks  the  most  essential  feature. 
I  see  that  the  word  "  assistant  "  does  not  occur  in  it,  but 
it  will  include  the  chemists'  assistant  with  whom  we  are 
familiar,  and  its  first  object  should  be  to  obtain  for  assis- 
tants a  statutory  right  to  the  title  by  admission  to  an  assis- 
tants' examination.  "  Chemists'  Assistant  "  is  a  title  which 
at  present  anybody  may  assume;  it  means  nothing,  and 
conveys  no  rights.  It  is  a  very  -poor  basis  on  which  to 
found  a  Union,  and  before  it  can  be  made  a  sound  one 
the  term  "assistant"  as  applied  to  pharmacy  must  be 
defined  and  safeguarded.  I  suggest  that  a  tenth  article 
should  be  added  to  the  programme  :  "To  persuade  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  establish  an  Assistants' 
Examination',  in  accordance  with  the  Charter  of  the. 
Society  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1852." 

I  Have  Thought 

as  hard  as  I  can,  and  still  adhere  to  the  opinion 
that  Part  I.  of  the  Qualifying  examination  should  remain 
as  it  is.  The  subjects  included  in  it  are  those  that  can 
be  most  conveniently  and  efficiently  entered  upon  in  the 
continuation  schools.  They  are  the  natural  and  necessary 
preludes  to  intelligent  practical  work,  and  they  cannot 
be  taken  later  without  interfering  more  seriously  with 
shop  duties.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  amount  of  scientific 
study  required  for  the  examination  will  in  any  normally 
constituted  mind  have  the  effect  "Jay  Mack"  fears  of 
creating  a  distaste  for  the  retail  counter ;  nor — granting 
the  possibility  of  this  in  some  cases — do  I  see  why  it 
should  occur  more  frequently  in  the  earlier  than  in  the 
later  stage  of  training. 

The  Two  Editions 

of  Gerard's  "  Herball  "  about  which  "  Secundo 
Curo  "  inquires  differ  greatly  in  actual  value,  whatever 
the  case  may  be  as  regards  their  money  value.  Johnson's 
is  much  the  better  of  the  two.    Gerard  was,  to  say  truth, 
a  bit  of  a  fraud.    The  greater  part  of  his  book  consists 
of  a  translation  by  Dr.  Priest  of  the  "  Pemptades "  oL 
Dodoens,  the  Dutch  botanist.    Priest  did  not  live  to  finish 
the  work;  after  his  death  Gerard  adopted  his  fragment 
without   acknowledgment,  completed   it,  with  additions 
from  his  own  "observations"  (which  include  the  absurd 
Goose-tree),  and  to  disguise  his  theft  altered  the  arrange- 
ment from  that  of  Dodoens  to  that  of  Lobel.    Worse  than 
that,  he  declared  in  his  introduction  that  Priest's  work, 
of  which  he  admitted  that  he  had  "heard,"  had  perished. 
The  Goose-tree  above  mentioned  shows  Gerard  in  a  rather 
dubious  light  as  an  observer,  and  his  book  is  full  of 
blunders  and  mis-statements  which  Johnson  corrects.  He 
also  largely  supplements  many  of  the  articles,  and  adds 
many  more  new  ones,  increasing  the  total  number  of  plants 
described  to  2,850,  and  marking  his  corrections  with  an 
obelisk,  his  additions  with  a  double  obelisk.    He  also 
greatly  improves  the  arrangement,  and  the  illustrations, 
which  latter  he  took  from  Plantin.    He  omits  the  Goose- 
tree,  but  leaves  enough  of  Gerard's  text  untouched  to 
retain  that  quaint  flavour  which  is  perhaps  the  secret  of 
his  popularity. 

Teats  foe  German  Babies. — It  is  stated  that  the  Foreign 
Office  has  given  permission  for  the  export  to  Germany  of 
one  million  india-rubber  teats.  The  Germans  allege  that 
they  can  make  large  quantities  of  synthetic  rubber  better

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Editorial  Articles. 


Progress  in  Chemistry. 

Although  published  last  year,  we  have  not  had  an  oppor- 
tunity before  of  referring  to  the  annual  reports  on  the 
progress  of  chemistry  which  are  published  by  the  Chemical 
Society  and  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry.  The 
"  Annual  Rejorts  on  the  Progress  of  Chemistry  for  1917  " 
(Gurney  &  Jackson,  4s.  6d.),  issued  by  the  Chemical 
Society,  is  Volume  XIV.  of  the  series.  It  was  issued 
comparatively  late  in  1918  owing  to  war  conditions,  and  a 
diminution  in  the  number  of  pages  which  the  book  usually 
occupies  is  due  to  the  same  cause.  The  volume  is  divided 
into  chapters  dealing  with  (1)  General  and  Physical 
Chemistry  by  Dr.  'H.  M.  Dawson;  (2)  Inorganic 
Chemistry  by  Professor  E.  C.  C.  Baly;  (3)  Organic 
Chemistry— (a)  aliphatic  division  by  Dr.  J,  C  Irvine, 
(b)  homocyclic  division  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Pyman,  (e)  hetero- 
cyclic division  by  Dr.  A.  W.  Stewart;  (4)  Analytical 
Chemistry  by  Mr.  C.  Ainsworth  Mitchell ;  (5)  Physio- 
logical Chemistry  by  Dr.  F.  Gowland  Hopkins ;  (6)  Agri- 
cultural Chemistry  and  Vegetable  Physiology  by  Dr.  E. 
J.  Russell;  and  (7)  Crystallography  and  Mineralogy  by 
Mr.  T.  V.  Barker.  In  every  one  of  these  sections  there 
are  jjoints  of  interest  to  pharmacists,  but  the  chief  advarr-  - 
tage  of  the  "Report  "  is  the  condensation  into  a  narrative 
of  the  advances  of  the  year  under  review.  Volume  II. 
for  1917  of  the  "Reports  on  the  Progress  of  Applied 
Chemistry  "  (Harrison  &  Sons,  6s.  6d-),  issued  by  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  extends  to  536  pages  against 
535  pages  in  Volume  I.  The  increased  space  occupied 
is  duo  to  the  larger  number  of  subjects  dealt  with.  Dr. 
Pyman  again  reviews  the  progress  in  fine  chemicals,  medi- 
cinal substances,  and  essential  oils,  the  chapter  being 
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particularly  interesting  to  pharmacists.  Dr.  Samuel  Rideal 
deals  this  year  with  water  purification  and  sanitation,  and 
makes  some  useful  remarks  regarding  the  emulsified  eoal- 
tar  disinfectants  which  have  been  employed  in  such  large 
quantities  by  the  War  Office  under  the  name  "  liquor  cresoli 
saponatus  f'ortis."  Considering  the  difficulties  of  produc- 
tion in  war-time  the  extended  scope  of  the  volume  is 
very  creditable  to  the  producers.  Of  a  different  character 
from  these  two  reports  published  by  Chemical  Societies, 
is  Dr.  A.  W.  Stewart's  "Recent  Advances  in  Organic 
Chemistry"  (Longmans,  Green  &  Co.,  14s.)  This  is  the 
third  edition  of  a  book  first  brought  out  in  1908,  and 
appears  to  be  a  proof  that  the  author  intends  to  make 
his  work  a  periodic  survey  of  recent  advances.  Professor 
J.  Norman  Collie  writes  an  introduction  to  the  book,  in 
which  he  regrets  that  so  many  books  on  organic  chemistry 
are  published  from  a  similar  standpoint.  He  agrees  with 
the  object  Dr.  Stewart  has  in  view  in  stimulating  thought 
by  indicating  paths  along  which  pioneers  of  chemical 
science  are  likely  to  go  in  the  immediate  future.  The 
opening  chapter  is  a  review  of  organic  chemistry  in  the 
twentieth  century,  and  of  the  succeeding  chapters  several 
are  particularly  interesting  to  those  engaged  in  the  drug- 
trade,  e.g.,  those  on  alkaloids  and  aromatic  derivatives  of 
arsenic.  As  supplementary  to  general  text-books  on 
chemistry,  the  above-mentioned  works  are  specially  re- 
commended. 


Flouting  the  Members. 

The  new  by-laws  relating  to  the  Qualifying  examination 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  were  approved  and 
confirmed  by  the  members  at  a  special  general  meeting  on 
January  8,  are  the  most  important  which  have  been  passed 
of  recent  years.  The  by-laws  give  power  to  make  other 
regulations  (practically  by-laws)  without  the  formality 
associated  with  altering  by-laws.  The  power  which  the 
members  have  of  objecting  to  by-laws  at  a  general  meet- 
ing has  thus  been  taken  away  from  the  members  with, 
it  is  only  fair  to  add,  their  consent.  As  is 
well  known,  altered  by-laws  are  required  to  be 
read  and  approved  at  three  Council  meetings  before 
they  are  submitted  to  the  members.  The  most 
noticeable  point  about  the  present  occasion  is  that  the 
President  has  never  made  any  public  explanation  of  the 
reasons  for  amending  the  by-laws  or  the  effect  of  the 
alterations.  Lest  we  should  be  accused  of  exaggeration  we 
>juote  in  full  Mr.  Curie's  utterances  from  the  official 
report  of  the  proceedings  in  regard  to  the  by-laws. 
Council  meeting,  December  lt. 

The  President  moved  that  the  report  be  received  and  the 
amended  by-laws  read  a  first  time. 

[The  report  referred  to  was  that  of  the  Parliamentary' 
and  General  Purposes  Committee,  which  contained  the 
amended  by-laws.] 

Special  Council  meeting,  December  18. 

On  the  proposal  of  the  President,  seconded  by  the  Vice- 
President,  it  was  moved  :  "  That  the  proposed  new  by-laws, 
read  and  approved  a  first  time  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Council  on  December  4,  be  now  confirmed. 

[The  President  answered  three  questions  bv  Mr.  Wolff  as 
follows:  (1)  "Certainly."  (2)  "  Nothing  at  ail."  (3)  "  Yes." 
And  one  by  Miss  Buchanan,  "  That  will  be  a  subject  for 
regulation."] 

Council  meeting,  January  8. 

The  President  spoke  not  a  word. 
Special  general  meeting  of  members,  January  S. 

The  President  .  .  .  described  the  business  before  the 
meeting  as  being  the  most  important  with  which  the  Society 
had  had  to  deal  for  many  years.  The  new  by-laws,  which 
were  long  overdue,  had  been  passed  unanimously  by  the 
Council.  It  was  alleged  in  some  quarters  that  the  Society 
was  out  for  dollars — a  charge  which  was  equally  applicable 
to  some  of  the  sections  of  the  Press  which  preferred  it. 
Ho  felt  sure  that  candidates  would  willingly  pay  the  in- 
creased examination-fee,  especially  as  they  would  be 
credited  with  the  subjects  in  which  they  passed.  Personally, 
he  had  felt  the  need  of  these  reforms  for  thirty  years,  and 
he  had  advocated  them  for  twenty-five.  Consequently  it 
was  a  souree  of  great  gratification  to  him  that  he  should 
e  occupying  the  Presidential  chair  when  they  were  becom- 
ne  established  facts. 

[Some  questions  were  asked  at  the  meeting,  and  the 
President  called  upon  the  Secretary  to  reply.] 


The  President  in  the  comparatively  long  speech  he  made 
at  the  members'  meeting  did  not  shine  as  a  dialectician. 
Why  should  candidates  pay  more  for  being  treated  justly '! 
The  statement  that  the  President  had  felt  the  need  of  these 
reforms  for  thirty  years  is  interesting,  but  the  fact  that 
it  took  him  five  years  to  decide  to  take  up  the  advocacy  of 
the  alteration  does  not  indicate  the  nimbleness  of  mind 
which  we  usually  associate  with  our  Northern  friends. 
We  had  looked  for  something  better  than  this  from  the 
first  Scottish  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
,we  sincerely  hope  that  in  the  few  months  yet  remaining 
of  his  first  year  of  office  he  will  do  something  to  create  a 
yearning  desire  to  honour  him  by  re-electing  him  to  the 
most  important  office  which  a  chemist  can  hold  in  the 
pharmaceutical  world.    The  fact  that  the  members  can  be 
flouted  as  they  have  been  by  Mr.  Currie  may  not  be  to 
the  credit  of  the  members,  but  we  believe  the  explanation 
of  the  lack  of  interest  taken  in  the  matter  is  that  the 
hole-and-corner  proceedings  have  failed  to  arouse  members 
to  the  importance  of  the  new  by-laws.    The  attendance  at 
the  members'  meeting  was  not  by  any  means  representa- 
tive, but  for  the  circumstance  that  an  important  associa- 
tion was  holding  its  meeting  shortly  afterwards  in  the 
same  building  the  number  of  members  present  other  than 
councillors  could  probably  have  been  counted,  without 
repetition,  on  the  fingers  of  the  two  hands.    The  President 
may  have  been  chilled  by  the  smallness  of  the  meeting,  but 
our  idea  of  such  a  momentous  occasion  is  a  President 
brimful  of  enthusiasm  for  the  by-laws  he  places  before  the 
members.    We  expect  also  that  he  should  show  this  by 
putting  forth  the  advantages  which  the  by-laws  are  calcu- 
lated to  confer  upon  the  trade  and    upon  the  under- 
graduates who  deserve  so  much  from  the  country.  The 
points  brought  out  by  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs,  J.P.,  at  the - 
members'  meeting  were  that  the  regulations  which  are  to 
be  made  under  the  by-laws  have  not  yet  been  considered 
owing  to  lack  of  time,  and  that  no  certificate  of  any  kind 
will  be  issued  to  persons'  who  pass  Part  I.  of  the  Qualify- 
ing examination.      The  last  decision    does  not  _  reflect 
much  credit  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    It  is  time 
that  the  old  grudging  spirit  of  treating  candidates  should 
be  done  away  with.    It  would  be  a  simple  matter  to 
print  on  a  certificate  "  This  certificate  does  not  confer 
any  right  upon  the  holder  to  act  as  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist."   The  Apothecaries'  Society  define  the  limitation 
of  the  assistant's  certificate  by  a  notice  on  the  certificates 
issued.    If  there  are  any  objections  still  to  be  made  to 
the  by-laws   these  should    be  addressed  to  the  Privy 
Council,  which  body  now  has  the  matter  in  hand. 


Quinine  in  India. 

Like  many  other  commodities  the  production  of  quinine 
in  India  has  suffered  as  a  result  of  the  war,  and  there 
has  been  a  serious  reduction  in  the  reserves  of  the 
drug  held  in  India.  The  abnormal  needs  of  the 
armies  in  Mesopotamia  and  Palestine,  and  the  recent 
prohibition  of  the  export  of  quinine  from  Java  to  British 
India,  have  also  helped  to  play  their  part  in  the  depletion 
of  stocks,  but  the  increase  in  the  demand  in  Ind:a  itself 
for  the  anti-malarial  campaign  has  also  had  its  effect. 
The  disappearance  of  exports  from  Java,  and  the  small 
amount  obtainable  from  England,  are,  however,  chiefly 
responsible  for  the  shortage.  India  in  peace  times  im- 
ported from  one  and  a  half  to  two  million  oz.  of  quinine 
annually,  but  the  war  has  now  made  her  almost  entirely 
dependent  on  her  own  resoturces.  Following  on  this 
shortage  a  considerable  amount  of  profiteering  has  taken 
place  in  India,  and  this  has  led  to  the  temporary  sus- 
pension of  the  issuing  of  quinine  treatments  for  sale  at 
the  post  offices,  which  points  to  a  laxity  in  the  system 
of  distribution.  It  seems  a  pity  that  India  is  not  appar- 
ently able  to  produce  sufficient  quinine  herself,  and  has 
partly  to  rely  on  hark  and  quinine  purchased  from  the 
Dutch  colonies.  There  was  a  time,  however,  when  India 
produced  all  the  cinchona  she  needed.  That  was  from 
1887  to  1892  when  the  demand  was  small,  and  300,000  lb. 
of  bark,  which  produced  42,000  oz.  of  quinine,  sufficed 
for  the  needs  of  the  country.    Between  1892  and  1901, 
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however,  the  output  of  cinchona  had  fallen  to  an 
average  of  250.000  lb.,  and  a  similar  quantity  had  to  be 
purchased.  In  the  next  nine  years  the  production  rose  to 
about  400.000  lb.  of  bark  annually,  but  150.000  lb.  was 
purchased  annually,  and  the  production  of  quinine  aver- 
aged 514,000  oz.  The  possibility  of  producing  more 
bark  has  been  considered  by  the-  Indian  authorities  for 
several  years  past,  but  although  a  tract  of  400  square 
miles  in  Burma  has  been  secured  by  the  Government  of 
India,  bark  from  it  would  not  be  available  for  another 
ten  to  fifteen  years.  In  his  last  annual  report  on  the 
Bengal  Cinchona  Plantations  we  notice  that  Major  Gage 
said  that  : 

""  During  19C3-14  large  sums  were  expended  on  purchase 
of  bark  and  quinine  at  very  low  rates  ani  on  extra  exten- 
sive plantations.  Subsequent  developments  have  thoroughly 
justified  the  then  heavy  expenditure.  For  instance,  if  the 
annual  quinine  yield  from  the  plantations  had  remained 
at  its  1915  figure  of  9.000  lb.,  Government  would  have  had 
to  pay  during  1913-15  at  least  Bs.  7,74,000  in  purchase  of 
enough  bark  or  quinine  to  make  up  the  quantity  (74,000  lb.) 
distributed  during  these  years,  whereas  it  cost  Government 
to  make  the  quantity  required  above  the  1905  output  level 
less  than  Rs.  3,06,000.  In  those  two  years  alone  Govern- 
men  saved  at  least  Rs.  4,66.003,  which  exceeds  the  deficit 
for  a  period  of  sixteen  years.  The  deficit  will  speedily  Be 
replaced  by  a  surplus  yearly  increasing,  and  meanwhile  it 
is  covered  many  times  over  by  readily  realisable  assets."' 

From  a  financial  point  of  view  this  is  very  satisfactory, 
but  meanwhile  practically  the  whole  of  the  world  is 
dependent  for  bark  and  quinine  on  Java,  and  the  renewal 
of  a  contract  between  the  Dutch  quinine  makers  and 
Java  planters,  as  recently  announced,  should  give  further 
consideration  to  the  possibility  of  developing  Indian 
cinchona  and  quinine  so  as  to  render  the  Empire  less 
dependent     on    outside     sources.    According    to  the 
report    of    the     Madras     Cinchona    Department  for 
1917-18    the    output    of    qriinine    from    the  Madras 
factory  amounted  to  55,014  lb.,  as  compared  with  52.515  lb. 
in  1916-17,  which  itself  was  an  increase  of  60  per  cent, 
on  that  of  any  previous  year.    These  increases  are  remark- 
able in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  additions  have  been 
possible  to  the  manufacturing  plant.    Xew  machinery  has 
been  on  order  for  some  time,  and  there  is  now  a  .prospect 
that  it  may  be  delivered  early  in  1919.    Over  20,000  lb. 
of  the  quinine  produced  was  supplied  to  the  Medical 
Stores,  Bombay,  a  large  part  of  which  waf  required  for 
the  Forces  in  East  Africa  and  Mesopotamia.    The  total 
quantity  of  bark  worked  up  at  the  factory  was  1.284,551 
lb.,  containing  the  equivalent  of  4.59  per  cent,  of  quinine 
sulphate,  of  which  93  per  cent,  was  actually  recovered. 
The  cost  of  extraction  was  2.5  rupees  per  lb.,  which, 
with  the  cost  of  bark,  makes  the  cost  of  production 
11.3  rupees  per  lb.    The  system  of  selling  quinine  to 
natives  through  the  post  office  at  the  rate  of  10  grains 
for  1  pice  continues,  and  on  this  there  is  a  loss  at  present 
rates  of  about  2  rupees  oer  lb.    The  amount  so  disposed 
of  in  1917-18  was  3,441  lb.,  against  3,085  lb.  in  the 
previous  year.    The  prices  realised  in  other  sales  were 
as  follows  :  Quinine  sulphate,  Bs.  28  to  50:  quinine  hydro- 
chloride, Bs.  52-8-0  to  Bs.  53-8-0:  cinchona  febrifuge 
<of    whieh    5.904    lb.    was    sold),    Bs.    5    to  6. 
The  bark  used  included  257,250    lb.    of  Java  ledger, 
900,525  lb.    purchased   locally,    and   126,576   lb.  from 
.estates.    In  continuation  of  the  policy  inaugurated  last 
year,  very  little  bark  was  taken  from  the  department's 
own  plantation,  the  amount  harvested  being  only  87.037,1b. 
These  plantations  have  been  reorganised,  and  during  the 
year  new  areas  amounting  to  235  acres  have  been  planted 
up :  the  total  area  is  now  1.188  acres,  occupied  as  follows  : 
C.  officinalis,  150,000 :  hybrids,  610.000,;  ledger,  876,000. 
These  figures  give  an  indication  of  a  significant  change 
of  policy  on  the  part  of  the  department,  officinalis  and 
hvbrids  having  diminished  by  52.000  and  490.000  respec- 
tively during  the  year,  whilst  ledgers  have  increased  bv 
870.-500.     The  profit  for  the  year  is  reckoned  at  3,42,758 
rupees.    According  to  statements  in  the  Indian  Press,  the 
Government   of  India  is  now  considering  a  scheme  for 
the  extension  of  cinchona  planting  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  India  and  the  Empire.

Tariff  Problems. 

A  Matter  of  interest  to  essential-oil  importers  and  ex-  ' 
porters  has  been  raised  by  the  ruling  of  the  United  States 
Customs  Appraiser.  It  appears  that  a  parcel  of  Cochin 
lemongrass  oil  was  shipped  from  London  to  Xew  York, 
and  the  question  was. raised  by  the  Customs  as  to  whether 
the  oil  should  have  been  appraised  in  harmony  with  its 
value  in  Cochin  at  the  time  of  its  exportation,  or  cn  the 
basis  of  its  value  in  the  English  markets  at  the  time  of 
its  exportation  from  London.  Lemongrass  oil  is  pur- 
chased by  American  buyers  sometimes  in  Cochin  and  ex- 
ported direct  to  the  Lnited  States,  and  sometimes  it  is 
purchased  in  London  and  shipped  direct  to  the  United 
States.  On  this  occasion  the  transaction  was  regarded  as 
British  rather  than  Cochin,  although  the  oil  had 
been  sold  to  America  while  it  was  in  transit  from  Cochin, 
.to  London.  There  was  no  evidence  to  show  the  market 
value  of  lemongrass  oil  in  London  at  the  date  of  the  ex- 
portation. July  19,  1917.  The  latest  sale  in  London  given 
in  the  testimony  was  May  13.  1917.  and  the  price  paid 
was  SI. 10  per  lb.  e.i-i.  New  York,  which  with  4c.  per  lb. ' 
for  packing  and  10c.  per  lb.  for  freight  and  insurance 
equals  96c.  per  lb.,  at  which  the  oil  was  appraised  by  the 
Customs.  It  appears  that  the  oil  was  entered  for  duty  by 
the  importer  at  74c.  and  86c,  but  the  Customs  made  a  re- 
appraisement  and  confirmed  the  96c.  per  lb.  figure,  they 
maintaining  that,  as  the  market  was  on  the  upward  trend 
from  May  13,  no  injustice  was  done  to  the  importer  by 
the  appraiser.  Suppose,  however,  the  market  had  de- 
clined while  the  goods  were  waiting  to  be  shipped,  we 
take  it  that  the  importer  would  then  be  given  the  oppor-j 
tunity  of  having  his  price  for  tariff  duty  amended  by 
the  Customs.  The  invoice  would,  of  course,  go  through 
on  the  purchased  price.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  tentative, 
proposals  are  on  foot  to  place  duties  on  chemicals  im- 
ported into  Graat  Britain,  the  delicate  question  of  invoice 
values  wrill  give  rise  to  many  difficulties  in  this  country : 
and  if,  as  is  suggested,  the  goods  are  to  be  invoiced  at  the 
prices  ruling  in  the  country  of  origin,  the  question  arises 
as  to  whether  the  price  for  duty  purposes  is  to  be  that- 
ruling  at  the  time  the  goods  are  bought  or  at  the  time 
the  goods  are  shipped  as  in  many  instances  there  may 
ba  a  more  or  less  lengthy  interval  between  the  two,  and 
the  market  may  have  fluctuated  considerably  in  the 
interim.

Spices  rs  Germany. — The  "  Chemiker  Zeitung "  (Octo- 
ber 30)  has  a  short  market  report  on  spices,  but  no  prices 
are  quoted  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  regular 
market.  The  maximum  prices  that  have  been  paid  to 
planters  of  caraway-seed  have  increased  by  25  per  cent 
Coriander  is  offered  in  rather  large  quantities  at  various 
prices.  Mustard-seed  and  laurel-leaves  have  been  sold  at 
about  the  same  prices  as  prevailed  at  die  outbreak  of  wir^ 
Orris-root  has  been  sold  in  large  lots  at  moderate  prices 
for  use  in  chewing-tobacco.  Liquorice-root  and  liquorice- 
powder  have  been  offered  in  large  quantities.  Artificial 
pepper  is  selling  at  extremely  high  prices,  and  for  doves 
extravagant  rates  aTe  asked.  Artificial  cinnamon  has 
become  a  regular  product  of  sale  Tartaric  and  citric 
acids  are  occasionally  offered  a*  irregular  prices. 
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The  Manufacture  of  Aspirin 
Tablets. 

The  manufacture  of  aspirin  tablets,  states  Robert  C.  White, 
Ph.D.,  in  the  ''American  Journal  of  Pharmacy,-'  may  be 
placed  in  what  is  considered  by  manufacturers  the  delicate 

roup.  Many  things  coming  in  contact  with  aspirin  can 
exercise  either  physical  or  chemical  function,  and  so  either 
contaminate  or  break  down  the  aspirin-content.  In-  the 
manufacture  of  any  tablet  there  are  several  important 
features  to  which  the  manufacturer  gives  considerable  atten- 
tion. The  first  desirable  thing  is  to  present  in  tablet  form 
the  chemical  as  nearly  in  its  original  condition  as  is  possible. 
The  second  important  thing  is  disintegration,  though  in  the 
case  of  aspirin  this  is  not  vital,  as  it  takes,  according  to 

arious  authorities,  about  forty  minutes  for  aspirin  to  be- 
come decomposed  in  the  gastric  fluids  (  U.S.  Dispensa- 
tory ").    The  next  feature  is  to  have  present  as  little  foreign 

gredients  as  is  possible.  As  we  know,  there  are  marry 
materials  such  as  potassium  iodide,  sodium  chloride,  sodium 
bicarbonate,  potassium  permanganate,  sugar,  etc.,  which, 
obtained  in  granular  form  of  the  proper  size,  may  be 
compressed  without  the  use  of  any  excipient,  or  binder, 
without  the  presence  of  any  'filler,  and  without  the  addition 
any  disintegrating  agent  whatever.  The  physical  pro- 
perties of  aspirin  are  such  that  it  is  placed  in  a  class  of 
tablets  known  to  some  manufacturers  as  moist  tablets.  This 

ass  includes  such  tablets  as  quinine,  acetanilide,  etc.,  ox 
tablets  which"  can  never  be  produced  with  a  glass-like  sur- 
face. The  term  "  moist  "  in  this  case  originated  with  the 
appearance  of  the  tablet,  which  no  amount  of  blowing  or 
dusting  will  make  entirely  smooth.  Such  tablets, 'if  great 
pressure  is  applied,  are  inclined  to  cap ;  or  on  account  of 
their  sticky  surface  allow  small  particles  to  adhere  to  the 
punches,  thus  leaving  dents  in  the  surface  of  the  tablet. 
This  to  the  manufacturer  is  known  as  "  picking,"  meaning 
hat  the  punches  pick  off  a  small  particle,  leaving  a  cavity 
the  tablet.  It  will  be  readily  seen  from  the  physical 
roperties  of  aspirin  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  present  a 

nder,  or  excipient.  Sugar  has  not  proved  satisfactory  for 
his  purpose,  as  sugar  itself  attracts  moisture,  and  compli- 

tes  the  operating  of  a  compressing  machine.    It  must  also 
remembered  that  moisture  decomposes  aspirin,  and  its 

esence  in  large  quantities  is  highly  objectionable,  there- 
ore  the  excipient  must  be  one  that  can  be  dried  very 
'eadily,  and  that  at  a  low  temperature.  Glucose,  gelatin, 
nd  tragaeanth  all  fail  to  answer  on  account  of  their  sticky 
nd  slow  drying  qualities.

operly.  Mucilage  of  acacia  answers  fairly  well,  but  both 
tarch-paste  and  acacia  are  lacking  in  making  a  fine  aspirin 
a/blet.  It  will,  however,  be  found  that  a  weak  solution  of 
hite  dextrine  in  combination  with  a  filler  of  starch  answers 
etter  than  any  other  excipient  for  producing  a  mass  of 

pirin  for  proper  graduation. 

Another  feature  involved  in  the  preparation  of  an  aspirin 
ss  or  mixture  is  that  it  must  not  be  exposed  to  contamina- 
on  from  metals.      The  author  has  found  nothing  more 
isfactory  than  the  mixing  of  the  aspirin  ingredients  in  a 
ecial  wooden  tub  made  of  maple.    The  operator  may  mix 
e  dry  ingredients  through  a  properly  protected  powder 
lxer,  but  the  addition  of  the  dextrine  solution  must  be 
ade  in  these  wooden   tubs,  the  operator  wearing  long 
bber  gloves.    Care  should  be  exercised  in  all  cases  that 
e  minimum  amount  of  moisture,  for  the  best  results  to 
obtained,  shall  bs  strictly  adhered  to.    The  finished  mass 
ken  from  the=e  wooden  tubs  should  be  forced  v<  ry  quickly 
irough  perfectly  clean  and  well  tinned   screens,  placed 
mediately  in  aluminium  trays,  and  dried  in  vacuo  at  a 
mperature  not  exceeding  120°  F.    It  will  be  found  if  all 
ese  rules  are  observed  that  aspirin  may  be  dried  in  three 
four  hours.    If  during  this  time  the  aspirin  has  not  been 
posed  to  the  air  it  will  be  found  that  the  granulatiori,  dry 
d  ready  for  compression,   is  in  proper  condition  to  be 
aced  on  the  presses.    No  oil  should  be  added  in  the  run- 
S  of  aspirin  tablets  unless  absolutely  necessary  on  account 
weather  conditions.    It  will  be  found  that  though  on 
count  of  the  absence  of"  6il  the  sides  of  the  tablets  will 
t  be  bright  and  polished  (due  to  the  moist  physical  pro- 
rties  of  the  ingredients  as  spoken  of  earlier),  the  edges 
11  be  sufficiently  smooth  for  all  purposes,  and  the  absence 
the  oil  (which  would  in  time  penetrate  the  tablet)  will 
rmit  of  a  harder  tablet.    A  minimum  amount  of  pure 
ito  talcum  not  exceeding  |  gr.  to  the  tablet   must  be 
d,  as  otherwise  picking  on  the  surface  of  the  tablet  will 
U-rii  ^        <m£raT'ng'  OI  monogram  punches  is  very  fine 
will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  amount  of  talcum  in 


order  to  prevent  the  material  from  sticking-in  the  engraving. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mmd  that  talcum  is  objectionable  in 
all  cases,  and  as  little  as  possible  should  be  used.  As  speedy 
disintegration  of  all  tablets  is  considered  essential,  a  dis- 
integrating agent  must  be  used.  Doubtless  known  to  many, 
potato-starch  is  the  disintegrating  agent  par  excellence,  as 
it  swells  very  rapidly  and  ruptures  a  tablet  very  quickly 
when  it  is  introduced  into  aqueous  solution. 


New  Books. 


Ellis,  D.  Medicinal  Herbs  and  Poiconous  Plants.  61  in. 
x  4i  in.  Pp.  179.  2s.  bd.  (Blackie  &  Son,  Ltd.)  [Dr. 
Ellis  has  attacked  the  subject  rather  differently  from  other 
recent  books  on  herbs.  He  devotes  the  first  two  chapters 
to  a  concise  account  of  the  structui-e  ^of  the  flower  and  the 
physiology  of  plants.  He  then  deals  with  the  plants  under 
the  classification  of  monocotyledons  and  dicotyledons  and  by 
natural  orders.  Sketches  are  given  of  the  principal  plants, 
and  the  reader  is  warned  in  rather  strong  terms  regarding 
plants  with  poisonous  properties.  Mr.  Holmes's  list  of 
medicinal  plants  required  by  the  drug-trade  is  quoted  in 
the  appendix.  Pre-war  and  present  prices  of  the  different 
plants  are  cjuoted  throughout  the  book.] 

Forster,  E.  L.  P>.  How  to  Become  a  Woman  Doctor. 
61  in.  x  4i  in.  Pp.  134.  Ss.  (Chas.  Griffin  &  Co.,  Ltd.) 
[The  Dean  of  Charing  Cross  Hospital  writes  a  foreword, 
in  which  he  states  that  the  suitability  of  women  for  the 
medical  profession  has  long  been  deckled  in  the  affirma- 
tive. Miss  Eorster,  who  is  the  author  of  "  How  to  Become 
a  Dispenser,"  then  sketches  briefly  the  history  of  the 
struggles  of  the  pioneer  medical  women,  tells  how  to  enter 
a  medical  school,  the  choice  of  schools',  and  the  prospects 
of  a  qualified  woman  doctor.  An  estimate  of  the  expense 
of  qualifying  is  given.] 

Knecht,  E.,  and  Hibbert,  Eva.  Sew  Reduction  Methods 
in  T olumctric  Analysis.  Re-issue,  with  additions  7j  in.  x 
4§  in.  5s.  (Longmans,  Green  &  Co.)  [The  book  deals  with 
the  use  of  titanous  chloride  as  a  reducing  agent  in  volu- 
metric analysis,  -  and  was  first  issueel  in  1910.  Since  then 
the  authors  have  developed  the  subject  somewhat  and 
incorporated  the  new  work  in  the  present  re-issue.  Titanous 
chloride  can  be  used  as  a  reducing  agent  in  quite  a  large 
number  of  analytical  operations  involving  both  inorganic 
and  organic  compounds.  The  addenelum,  which  is  new  in 
the  present  issue,  deals  with  the  use  of  this  reagent  in 
valuing  commercial  solid  hydrosulphate,  sulphites,  and 
bisulphites.] 

Koller,  Dr.  T.  The  VtilisatioH  of  Waste  Products:  A 
Treatise  on  the  Rational  Utilisation,  Recovery,  and  Treat- 
ment of  Waste  Products  of*, all  Kinds.  Third  edition. 
8|  in.  x  51  in.  Pp.  viii  +  338.  12s.  bd.  net.  (Scott,  Green- 
wood &  Son.)  [There  is  no  doubt  at  the  present  time  of 
the  importance  of  utilising  all  waste  products.  A  trans- 
lation of  Dr."  Koller's  book  was  first  issued  in  1902,  and 
each  edition  since  then  has  witnessed  an  improvement  in 
the  text.  Mr.  H.  B.  Stocks,  F.I.C.,  has  revised  the  present 
edition.  There  are  fifty-nine  chapters,  each  dealing  with 
a  particular  waste  product,  these  being  chiefly  the  residue 
from  manufacturing  processes.  These  chapters  are  devoted 
to  the  residues  from  sugar-works,  aniline  dyes,  starch, 
illuminating  gas,  rosin  oil,  soap-making,  alkali-works,  potash 
salts,  and  various  metals.] 

Wall,  O.  A.  The  Prescription  Therapeutically ,  Pharma- 
cevticaUy,  Grammatically,  and  Historically  Considered. 
9  in.  x  6  in.  Pp.  274.  S2.50.  Fourth  edition.  (The  C.  V. 
Mosby  Co.,  801-807  Metropolitan  Building,  St.  Louis,  U.S.A.) 
[This  book  recalls  the  fact  that  in  1891  Dr.  Wall  contributed 
to  The  Chemist  antj  Druggist  a  Note  (reprinted  in  the 
Appendix)  on  the  origin  of  the  prescription  sign  R.  which 
has  been  regarded  ever  since  as  the  best  resume  of  the 
view  that  this  sign  is  a  relic  of  former  superstitious  invoca- 
tions of  Jupiter.  The  different  sections  of  the  work  deal 
with  (1)  general  considerations,  (2)  weights  and  measures, 
(3)  language,  (4)  extemporaneous  prescriptions,  and  (5)  his- 
tory of  the  prescription.  It  is  2.  student's  work  on  prescrip- 
tion-reading, with  the  addition  of  fascinating  historical 
details.  There  is  a  vocabulary  (24  pages)  cf  Latin  words 
used  in  prescriptions,  and  the  section  dealine  with  language 
is  an  abbreviated  Latin  grammar.  The  student  should  note 
that  the  American  piiit  referred  to  in  the  chapter  on 
weiehts  and  measures  is  16  oz.,  and  should  compare  the 
equivalents  of  the  metric  system  with  those  given  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  illustrations  include  one  in 
colours  of  an  ancient  Egyptian  hieratic  script,  the  method 
of  reading  which  is  explained.] 
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Associations'  Winter  Session. 


Amalgamated  Society  of  Pharmacists,  Drug  and 
Chemical  Workers.— A  series  of  meetings  with  thu  whole- 
sale during  the  week-end  was  followed  by  one  for  the  retail 
on  Sunday  morning,  January  12,  seventy  being  present.  _Mr. 
Herbert  Skinner  occupied  the  chair,  and  stated  the  principles 
which  guided  the  formation  of  the  Union,  its  aims,  and  the 
method  of  attaining  those  aims.  The  Organising  Secretary 
outlined  the  progress  up  to  date.  Mr.  Todd  moved  and 
Mr.  Smail  seconded  "  That  this  meeting  of  pharmacists  and 
assistants  hereby  resolves  to  form  a  retail  section  of  the 
Amalgamated  Society  of  Pharmacists,  Drug  and  Chemical 
Workers."  Mr.  Lloyd  (the  Secretary)  and  Mr.  Greenfield 
addressed  the  meeting,  and  Mr.  Todd  replied  on  the  dis- 
cussion. The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously.  Two 
sections  were  immediately  formed,  one  for  pharmacists  and 
the  other  for  assistants,  with  their  respective  Secretaries 
and  Chairmen,  also  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  delegates 
for  the  annual  meeting  in  February.  Everyone  present 
joined  the  Union. 

Baling'.  — A  meeting  of  the  Ealing  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  Bud's  Restaurant  on  January  7,  the  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  S.  McKee)  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary  read 
replies  by  election  candidates  to  letters  from  the  Assooiation 
requesting  their  support,  if  elected,  for  pharmacists  in  any 
scheme  of  State  dispensing  that  may  be  inaugurated.  It 
was  agreed  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd., 
supporting  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Devon  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  requesting  this  company  to  revert  to  the 
original  scheme  of  discounts,  which  gave  a  larger  margin  of 
profit  to  the  retailer  than  the  present  scheme.  A  sum  of 
43?.  was  realised  by  sales  at  the  "  Chemists'  Stall "  on  "  Red 
Cross  Flag  Day  "  arranged  by  the  looal  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. The  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  was  then  dis- 
cussed, the  Secretary  announcing  the  receipt  of  43?.  15s., 
composed  of  subscriptions  from  the  branches  of  Boots,  Ltd., 
within  the  area  covered  by  the  Association,  and  from  various 
members  of  the  staffs  at  these  branches.  The  members 
present  unanimously  supported  the  scheme  of  the  Fund,  and 
expressed  a  general  desire  to  subscribe,  but  were  anxious  to 
hear  some  particulars  of  the  amount  of  money  actually 
requh-ed,  the  limitations  within  which  claimants  would  bo 
accepted,  and,  further,  if  the  local  Associations  would  be 
requested  to  forward  to  headquarters  particulars  of 
claimants  within  their  districts  for  tabulation  and  investiga- 
tion. The  Secretary  was  requested  to  obtain  this  informa- 
tion and  bring  it  forward  at  the  next  meeting.  A  letter  is 
to  be  sent  from  the  Association  to  Mr.  E.  F.  Strickland  offer- 
ing sincere  congratulations  upon  the  safe  return  of  his  son, 
Lieutenant  Strickland,  frflm  imprisonment  in  a  German 
camp. 

Huddersfield.— The  Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association 
met  on  January  9,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Chamber  of  Trade, 
Mr.  Vincent  Shaw  (President)  in  the  chair.  It- was  an- 
nounced that  the  amount  collected  for  the  War  Auxiliary 
Benevolent  Fund  was  128?.  2s.  6d.  In  regard  to  demobilisa- 
tion, complaint  was  made  of  the  lack  of  consideration  shown 
towards  pharmacists.  In  the  resumed  discussion  on  the  dis- 
posal of  surplus  stocks  it  was  suggested  that  the  practice 
might  bs  extended  with  particular  advantage  in  the  case 
of  expensive  articles,  thus  avoiding  loss  in  the  event  of 
declining  prices. 

Xiondon  W.'1.  — The  first  evening  meeting  of  the  session 
of  the  North  London  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on 
January  7  at  the  Progressive  Pharmacy  Club,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Carter  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Councillor  F.  G.  Hines  gave  an 
address  on  Reorganisation:  What  is  Needed.  He  took  as 
his  starting-point  a  quotation  from  a  copy  of  "  Square 
Topics  "  that  the  object  should  be  a  central  body  which 
oould  speak  for  the  entire  trade.  He  went  on  to  point  out 
that  several  things  which  he  had  advocated,  such  as  terri- 
torial representation  and  grouping  into  federal  areas,  were 
now  being  regarded  as  practical  politics.  He  remarked  that 
outside  bodies  did  not  make  for  disunity,  and  he  instanced 
such  outside  bodies  as  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Asso- 
ciation, which  certainly  did  not  disunite._  The  main  causes 
for  disunity  was  the  ignoring  or  suppression  of  free  thought 
and  free  expression  of  opinion.  He  instanced  how  the  Pro- 
gressive Pharmacy  Club,  which  it  was  trumpeted  would 
make  for  disunity,  had  been  one  of  the  main  forces  in  the 
consensus  of  opinion  which  was  making  for  real  progress 
in  pharmacv  by  focussing  attention  on  the  essentials.  Too 
much  centralising  of  authority  and  the  careful  implantation 
of  the  necessity  of  uttering  only  pious  platitudes  outside 
official  circles  would  do  more  to  disunite  than  all  the  out- 
side bodies  for  discussion  which  were  likely  to  be  created  in 
pharmacy.    Healthy  criticism  was  the  first  necessity  for  a 


healthy  political  body,  corporate  or  otherwise;  without  it 
such  bodies  became  moribund;  the  fetich  of  loyalty  had 
been  invoked  ad  namseam.  He  would  democratise  the  whole 
pharmaceutical  organisation  and  make  it  really  a  democrati- 
cally controlled  body.  An  inter-osting  discussion  followed, 
in  which  Mr.  Hearle  spoke  on  the  nucleus  of  construction, 
Mr.  Keith  on  the  inadequacy  of  the  representation  of 
London  at  the  Conferences,  Mr.  Skinner  on  territorial  re- 
presentation with  twenty-one  constituencies  and  annual 
election  of  the  whole  of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Bowie  on  the 
necessity  for  plain  speaking.  Mr.  Hines,  briefly  replied, 
and  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded. 

Xiondon  ( W.).— A  meeting  of  tha  Western  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  at  316  Regent  Street,  W.,  on  Janu- 
ary 9,  the  President  (Mr.  C.  A.  Noble)  in  the  chair.  After 
routine  business  had  been  transacted,  the  question  of  the 
prices  that  ought  to  be  chai'ged  for  clinical  thermometers 
(1)  to  the  public,  (2)  to  nurses,  and  (3)  to  medical  men  was 
raised,  the  discussion  revealing  some  divergencies  of  prac- 
tice. The  congratulations  of  the  Association  to  Mr.  Mel- 
huish on  his  co-option  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  were  conveyed  by  the  President  and 
acknowledged  by  Mr.  Melhuish.  Mr.  J.  T.  Barrett  was 
similarly  congratulated  on  the  award  to  his  son,  Lieutenant 
Barrett,  of  the  V.C.,  and  feelingly  replied.  The  President 
then  called  on  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin  to  speak  on  Pharmaceutical 
Reorganisation.  In  the  course  of  a  closely-reasoned  address, 
Mr.  Jenkin  gave  an  account  of  past  phases  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  organisation,  setting  forth  with  lucidity 
the  intentions  of  the  founders  of  the  Society  and  the  more 
important  of  their  successors.  It  was  with  the  arrival  of 
the  National  Insurance  Act,  he  said,  that  lively  times  really 
began.  There  was  no  doubt  that  in  the  past  the  Council 
wanted  waking  up.  Mr.  Jenkin  then  gave  a  digest  of  the 
evidence  tendered  to  the  Committee  on  Organisation,  men- 
tioning Mr.  Antcliffe  (Sheffield)  in  particular  as  a  valuable 
witness.  After  summarising  the  findings  of  the  Committee, 
he  concluded  by  expressing  his  conviction  that  the  question 
really  was  whether  unity  should  prevail.  A  lengthy  discus- 
sion ensued,  in  which  the  Chairman  and  Messrs.  Allen, 
W.  Browne,  Melhuish,  and  others  took  part.  Eventually  a 
resolution  was  moved  by  Mr.  Procter  embodying  the  opinion 
that  the  success  of  any  scheme  on  a  voluntary  faasis  is 
doubtful  without  fresh  legislation,  and  recommending  legis- 
lation that  would  include  compulsory  membership  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  future  pharmacists.  The  resolu- 
tion was  carried  with  one  dissentient  and  some  abstentions. 
A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  closed  the  proceedings. 

Salford.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Salford  Pharmaceutical 
Association  on  January  9,  a  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  F.  W. 
Bates,  J. P.,  on  Organisation,  his  suggestion  being  that  local 
Pharmaceutical  Associations  should  form  themselves  into 
twenty-one  Federations  (two  of  which  were  to  be  in  Scot- 
land). Each  Federation  would  annually  appoint  a  Secre- 
tary, who  would  be  paid  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
available  for  information,  advice,  and  conference  when  re- 
quired. Each  Federation  would  nominate  a  candidate  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  The  Looal  Associations  Execu- 
tive should  be  completely  "scrapped,"  as  well  as  its  pre- 
historic method  of  election,  and  an  Advisory  Committee 
formed  composed  of  nine  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  three  appointed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Insurance 
Committees  (representing  panel  chemists),  two  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Company  Chemists,  two  by  the  Association  of 
Chemists'  Assistants,  one  by  the  Wholesale  Chemists,  and 
one  by  the  Association  of  Women  Pharmacists ;  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society  to  act  as  Chairman.  All  general  trade 
and  Insurance  matters  should  be  dealt  with  by  this  Com- 
mittee, subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council.  The  annual  subscription  to  th<!  Society  should  be 
raised  to  1?.  5s.,  and  Associations  should  be  urged  to  make 
every  chemist  in  their  district  a  member,  the  Secretary  of 
each  Federation  or  Division  being  paid  according,  to  the 
number  of  members  in  his  area.  If  a  chemist  would  not 
join  an  Association,  and  was  on  the  panel,  he  would  still 
contribute  through  his  monthly  deduction  for  expenses,  and 
would,  through  "his  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee, 
be  represented.  The  method  outlined  would  bring  all  classes 
of  the  trade  into  conference,  and  would  represent  all  sec- 
tions: while  the  extra  cost  to  the  Societv  would  be  met  by 
the  increased  subscription  and  by  the  additonal  number  of 
members.  The  suggestions  were  approved  by  the  meeting'7 
and  Mr.  Bates  was  thanked  for  his  paper. 

St.  Helens.— At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  St.  Helena 
Pharmacists'  Association  on  January  8,  the  policy  of  paying 
the  membership  subscription  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  informally  discussed.  The  feeling  was  expressed  that 
the  Society  was  responsible  for  the  lack  of  cohesion  in  the 
trade,  and  that  the  shabby  treatment  meted  out  to  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  was  due  to  the  need  of  a  strong 
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policy  on  the  part  of  th9  Society  in  dealing  with  Insurance 
matters.  Tho  question  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
resigning  or  "going  on  strike"  was  also  seriously  con- 
sidered. This  suggestion  would  be  at  once  carried  into 
effect  if  support  was  guaranteed  by  other  localities. 

Wolverhampton.  —A  meeting  of  the  Wolverhampton 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  January  1,  Mr.  Bowdler 
(President)  in  tho  chair.  The  Secretary  announced  that 
Hilda  M.  Jones  and  Marjory  G.  Lane  had  won  tho  Associa- 
tion prizss  at  the  Wolverhampton  Technical  School  for 
chemistry  and  botany.  It  was  agreed  to  close  at  7.30  on 
Friday,  as  that  hour  had  proved  successful  on  the  first  three 
days  of  the  week.  The  annual  meeting  was  fixed  for  Feb- 
ruary 12. 


Liquor  Sodee  Chlorinate,  B.P. 

By  R.  C.  Cowley,  Ph.C,  Captain,  Senior  Pharmaceutical 
Officer,  ist  Military  District,  Australia. 


Some  years  ago  (1906)  the  writer  pointed  out  that  the 
quantity  of  sodium  carbonate  in  the  B.P.  formula  was  too 
small  to  precipitate  the  whole  of  the  lime  in  solution.  It 
should  be  increased  to  double  the  weight  of  the  chlorinated 
lime  in  the  formula.  The  B.P.  1914  gives  the  same  formula 
as  ,  that  of  1898.  Actually  the  soluble  matter  in  the  lime 
compound  requires  much  more  sodium  carbonate  for  com- 
plete precipitation,  but  when  the  sodium  carbonate  and 
chlorinated  lime  are  mixed  as  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  official  formula  chemical  action  is  never  complete. 
When  the  proportions  of  lime  compound  and  sodium  car- 
bonate are  50  and  100  respectively,  as  the  writer  suggests, 
it  is  found  that  when  operating  with  a  bleaching-powder 
containing  30.6  per  cent,  of  available  chlorine  there  is  no 
excess  of  lime  or  of  sodium  carbonate  in  the  product. 
Alkalisation  of  the  sodium  carbonate  is,  however,  produced 
to  an  extent  that  would  probably  be  deleterious  in  treating 
wounds.  Working  with  tho  following  formula,  the  sodium 
hydroxide  in  the  product  amounted  to  17.6  grams  per  litre  : 

Bleaching-powder    50  grams 

Sodium   carbonate   (Na2CO3,10iIi2O)    100  grams 

Triturate  the  bleachingpowder  with  a  solution  of  the 
sodium  carbonate,  make  up  to  1  litre,  allow  to  stand  twelve 
hours,  filter,  and  make  up  to  1  litre  by  passing  water 
through  the  filter. 

The  amount  of  sodium  hypochlorite  and  of  sodium 
hydroxide  can  be  estimated  in  the  same  volume  of  solu- 
tion:  Place  5  c.c.  in  a  dish  and  titrate  with  a  N J 10  alka- 
line solution  of  arsenious  oxide,  As203,  to  determine  tho 
amount  of  sodium  hypochlorite  present,  sodium  carbonate 
being,  of  course,  the  alkaline  salt  used  for  dissolving  the 
arsenious  oxide.  When  the  action  is  complete  this  liquid 
is  poured  into  a  100-c.c.  flask  and  the  dish  is  rinsed  with 
recently  boiled  water  into  the  flask ;  10  c.c.  of  N  barium- 
chloride  solution  is  added  to  precipitate  the  carbonate,  and 
finally  the  liquid  in  the  flask  is  made  up  to  100  c.c.  with 
boiled  water.  After  standing  sufficiently  long  to  precipitate 
the  carbonate  of  barium,  50  c.c.  is  taken  and  titrated  with 
3T/10  hydrochloric  acid.  The  result  is  rather  low,  but  is  a 
sufficiently  close  approximation  to  show  that  undue  alkali- 
I  sation  of  the  sodium  carbonate  occurs. 

The  question  now  arose  as  to  the  best  means  of  neutralis- 
ing the  free  alkali.  Both  boric  acid  and  sodium  bicar- 
bonate suggested  themselves.  It  is  interesting  to  note  here 
that  some  formulae  for  surgical  solution  of  sodium  hypo- 
chlorite, such  as  Dakin's  solution  and  eusol,  contain  boric 
acid,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  originators  were  clear 
in  their  minds  as  to  the  true  reason  for  the  addition.  The 
addition  of  boric  acid  was  a  happy  hit,  but  without  some 
method  of  determining  the  quantity  of  free  alkali  present 
it  is  not  possible  to  adjust  the  proportion  of  boric  acid 
correctly.  Any  excess  would  liberate  hypochlorous  acid 
and  render  the  solution  less  stable.  Alkaline  hypochlorites 
are  well  known  to  be  more  stable  in  solution  than  hypo- 
chlorous  acid  ;  indeed,  they  require  very  prolonged  boiling 
to  convert  them  completely  into  chloride  and  chlorate. 
Hxposure  to  light  has  a  similar  effect.  Daufresne's  modi- 
fication of  Dakin's  solution  is  in  reality  a  solution  of 
sodium  hypochlorite  made  by  the  following  formula  : 

Bleaching-powder  {25  per  cent. 

available  chlorine)    20  grams 

Sodium  ea.rbonate,  dry  {soda  of 

Solway)   10  grams 

Sod  Rim  bicarbonate        ...       ...    80  grams 

Waier  to  a  sufficient  quantity  to  produce  a 
solution  containing  0.5  to  0.6  per  cent,  of 
available  chlorine  estimated  by  the  B.P. 
method. 


The  process  is  substantially  that  of  tho  B.P.,  and  the 
product  is  said  to  be  neutral.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  this 
statement  can  ibe  correct.  The  amount  of  alkaline  salts  is 
practically  the  same  as  that  recommended  by  the  writer 
under  sodium  hypochlorite.  This  appears  to  be  the  best  of 
tho  processes  already  published  for  the  preparation  of  solu- 
tion of  chlorinated  soda.  The  chief  objection  lies  in_  the 
rigidity  of  the  formula,  seeing  that  bleaching-powder  is  so 
variable  a  product.  Bearing  this  in  mind,  the  writer  set 
out  to  draft  a  formula  which  will  accommodate  itself  to  the 
variations-  in  the  constitution  of  the  bleaching-powder  and 
at  the  same  time  will  produce  a  neutral  solution,  or  one 
approximately  so. 

This  necessitated  dissolving  the  bleaching-powder  in 
waler,  filtering,  estimating  the  amount  of  lime  compounds 
in  solution,  and  adding  the  exact  amount  of  sodium  car- 
bonate to  precipitate  the  lime ;  finally  adjusting  the  liquid 
to  contain  0.5  per  cent,  of  sodium  hypochlorite.  The  method 
finally  adopted  was  as  follows  : 

Bleaching-powder    50  grams 

Sodium  carbonate  ...  -a  sufficient  quantity 
Water   a  sufficient  quantity 

Triturate  the  bleaching-powder  in  a  mortar  with  500  c.c. 
of  the  water,  transfer  to  a  bottle,  shake  well  from  time  to 
time,  and  allow  to  stand  for  twelve  hours;  filter,  and  pass 
water  through  the  filter  to  make  up  to  500  c.c.  Dissolve 
200  grams  of  crystallised  sodium  carbonate  (washing-soda) 
in  water,  and  make  up  to  1  litre. 

To  20  c.c.  of  the  bleaching-powder  solution  in  a  porcelain 
dish  add  10  c.c.  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid;  boil  until  all 
the  chlorine  has  been  expelled ;  add  2  drops  of  solution  of 
methyl  orange,  and  run  in  from  a  burette  the  solution  of 
sodium  carbonate  until  the  red  colour  of  the  methyl  orange 
is  destroyed.  This  is  solely  for  the  purpose  of  exactly 
neutralising  the  liquid,  and  the  volume  of  sodium-carbonate 
solution  used  is  ignored.  Continue  to  boil  to  expel  the 
C02.  When  this  is  accomplished  add  a  few  drops  of  phenol- 
phthalein  solution,  and  continue  to  run  in  the  sodium-car- 
bonate solution  until  the  liquid  acquires  a  pink  colour.  The 
volume  of  sodium-carbonate  solution  run  in  after  adding 
the  phenolphthalein  represents  that  required  to  precipitate 
the  soluble  lime  salts  in  20  c.c.  of  the  solution.  From  this 
calculate  the  volume  required  for  the  other  480  c.c.  of  solu- 
tion of  bleaching-powder.  Mix  these  together  and  allow 
to  stand,  when  most  of  the  clear  solution  may  be  poured 
off  ;  filter  the  remainder,  and  pass  some  water  through  the 
filter.  Determine  the  amount  of  sodium  hypochlorite  in  the 
solution  by  the  alkaline  arsenious-oxide  method,  and  add 
water  to  adjust  the  amount  to  0.5  per  cent.  w/v.  The 
quantity  of  free  alkali  in  this  solution  is  so  extremely  small 
as  to  be  of  ho  significance.  As  sodium  hypochlorite  is 
hydrolysed  by  water  to  some  extent,  the  solution  will  afford 
an  alkaline  reaction. 

The  above  solution  is  strongly  hypertonic,  being  equiva- 
lent to  7.5  times  that  of  an  isotonic  solution.  While  it  is 
highly  probable  that  this  solution  when-  diluted  in  the  pro- 
portion of  1  to  7.5  would  be  quite  suitable  for  treatinr 
aseptic  wounds,  it  would  not  have  sufficient  germicidal 
power  to  render  a  wound  aseptic. 

Liquor  Aluminii  Hypochloeitis. 

The  use  of  this  substance  as  an  antiseptic  is  by  no  means 
new.  It  was  the  subject  of  a  patent  in  the  year  1860.  It 
may  be  prepared  as  follows  : 

Mix  50  grams  of  bleaching-powder  with  500  c.c.  of  water, 
filter,  and  pass  sufficient  water  through  the  filter  to  make 
up  to  500  c.c.  Dissolve  the  exact  quantity  of  aluminium 
sulphate,  Al?3iS04,18H20,  in  500  c.c.  of  water,  mix,  allow 
to  stand  until  precipitation  is  complete,  pour  off  the  clear 
liquid,  filter  the  remainder,  and  adjust  the  liquid  after 
titration  with  iY/10  alkaline  As203  solution  to  contain. 
0.5  per  cent,  w/v  of  available  aluminium  hypochlorite. 

To  find  the  exact  quantity  of  aluminium  sulphate. 
A123S04,18H20,  proceed  as  described  under  the  formula 
recommended  above  for  making  solution  of  sodium  hypo- 
chlorite, using  this  time  N  solution  of  sodium  carbonate. 
In  an  experiment  it  was  found  that  20  c.c.  of  the  bleaching- 
powder  solution  required  for  complete  precipitation  of  the 
lime  in  solution  9  c.c.  of  normal  solution  of  sodium  car- 
bonate. Therefore  20  c.c.  bleaching-rjowder  solution  =  9  c.c. 
normal  Na2C03,  100  c.c.  =  45  c.c,  and  500  c.c.  =  225  c.c. 
As  3Na2C03  =  A123S04,18H,0,  225  c.c.  =0.111  x  225 
=  247.5  grams  of  A123S'0418H20,  the  quantity  required. 

Solution  of  aluminium  hypochlorite  has  not,  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  wxiter.  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  wounds 
in  recent  years.  Other  aluminium  salts  have  been  used, 
■particularly  the  acetate.  Aluminium  hypochlorite  is  put 
forward  by  the  writer  as  a  suggestion.  Since  alumina  is  a 
weak  base,  this  salt  is  more  readily  hydrolysed  than  sodium 
hypochlorite,  and  hence  it  will  not  be  so  stable.

Medical  Gleanings. 


Collosol  Manganese  in  Furunculosis. 

In  the  case  of  a  man  suffering  acutely  from  boils  for  five 
years,  Leyinson  ("  Brit.  Med.  Jour.,"  3007,  p.  160,  1918)  gavo 
an  injection  of  0.5  c.c.  of  collosol  manganese,  and  each 
week  following  for  the  next  five  weeks  an  injection  of  1  c.c. 
After  the  second  injection,  the  boils,  five  in  number,  rapidly 
cleared  up,  and  the  patient  has  since  been  absolutely  clear, 
and  felt  better  in  general  health. 

Some  Uses  of  Menthol. 

In  the  place  of  various  sprays,  Atkinson'  ("  Brit.  Med. 
Jour.,"  3016,  p.  433,  1918)  suggests  that  menthol  crystals 
should  be  ground  and  kept  in  a  tin  box  in  the  waistcoat 
pocket,  so  as  to  be  ready  for  use  when  respiration  becomes 
difficult  and  troublesome.  All  that  is  required  is  to  wet  tho 
fore  or  little  finger  so  as  to  get  a  small  quantity  of  the 
menthol  to  adhere  to  it,  and  then  rub  the  inside  of  the 
nostril  as  far  only  as  the  edge  of  the  cartilage.  After  this 
a  forced  nasal  expiration  should  be  made.  In  inflamed 
sebaceous  follicles,  ground  menthol  should  be  rubbed  in 
with  a  damp  finger. 

Formaldehyde-Phenol  in  Camphor  Paraffin.  Mi 

Connell  ("  Surgery,  Gynecology,  and  Obstetrics,"  27,  81) 
states  that  this  antiseptic  combines  the  rapid  sterilising 
action  of  formaldehyde  with  the  slow  embalming  action  of 
phenol,  while  the  presence  of  camiphor  paraffin  as  a  solvent 
mitigates  the  painful  properties  of  formaldehyde  and  the 
local  and  general  toxicity  of  phenol.  The  following  mode 
of  preparation  is  given :  (A)  To  70  parts  of  powdered 
camphor  add  30  parts  of  phenol  liquefied  by  heat;  a  clear 
solution  results.  (B)  Melt  together  about  3  parts  of  paraffin 
(50°  m.p.)  and  9  parts  of  paraffin  oil,  adjusting-  the  pro- 
portions until  the  mixture  frosts  on  the  bulb  of  a  test 
thermometer  at  40°.  Add  45  parts  of  A  to  50  parts  of  B, 
which  yields  a  solution  freezing  at  35°.  A  10-per-cent. 
solution  of  formaldehyde  in  alcohol  is  prepared  (C),  pre- 
ferably by  adding  formaldehyde  to  alcohol  and  dehydrating 
by  desiccated  sodium  sulphate.  To  9  parts  of  the  mixture  of 
A+B  at  40°  add  slowly  5  parts  of  C ;  a  clear  solution  of 
all  the  ingredients  results,  which  freezes  and  melts  at  36°. 

Treatment  of  Psoriasis  in  the  Army. 

Barber  ("  Brit.  Med.  Journ.,"  2987,  p..  369)  describes  the 
method  of  treating  psoriasis  adopted  by  him,  which  has 
afforded  more  rapid  and  uniform  results  than-  any  other 
he  had  hitherto  tried.  In  cases  of  a  generalised  eruption 
on  the  body  and  limbs,  the  patient  is  given  a  bath  every 
morning,  to  which  on  the  first  two  days  1  oz.  of  cresol  is 
added,  and  a  handful  of  sodium  or  potassium  carbonate ; 
on  subsequent  mornings  the  cresol  is  omitted.  After  the 
morning  bath,  and  again  in  the  evening,  the  following 
ointment  is  applied  to  all  the  affected  parts  from  the  neck 
downwards,  excepting  the  genitals  :

Throughout  the  period  of  treatment  a  suit  of  pyjamas  is 
worn  night  and  day,  which  becomes  thoroughly  impregnated 
with  the  'ointment.  Should  any  area  of  the  skin  become 
acutely  inflamed  and  tender,  the  application  of  the  oint- 
ment to  that  part  is  at  once  discontinued,  and  instead  a 
soothing  preparation — e.g.,  Lassar's  paste  (to  which  a  little 
iohthyol  may  bo  added) — is  thickly  applied  to  the  affected 
region.  Resistant  patches  are  treated  with  a  stronger  oint- 
ment— i.e.,  the  chrysarobin.  and  ac.  salicyl.  are  increased 
by  10  gr.  This  is  rubbed  well  into  the  patches  twice  daily, 
and  is  also  kept  applied  to  them  on  lint  during  the  night. 

For  the  treatment  of  the  scalp  and  forehead,  after  cutting 
the  hair  very  short  and  shampooing  the  soalp  three  times 
a.  week,  the  following  ointment  is  kept  applied  by  means 
of  lint,  or  by  a  closely  fitting  linen  cap  :

Ac.  carbolic.    gr.  x. 

Ung.  hyd.  ox.  flaw    3j. 

Psoriasis  of  the  face  and  front  of  the  neck  generallv 
yielded  to  zinc  ointment  containing  10  gr.  of  ammoniated 
mercury  and  20  to  30  gr.  of  saJioylic  acid.  In  more  re- 
sistant cases  the  pyrogallic  acid  ointment,  as  recommended 
for  the  soalp,  proved  effeotrve.

Business  still  continues  very  quiet,  and  is  confined  to  con- 
sumptive demand  foi"  absolutely  necessary  requirements. 
With  the  present  element  of  uncertainty  and  downward 
tendency  of  prices  there  is  little  encouragement  to  take  in 
fresh  stocks.  As  the  month  advances  no  doubt  matters  will 
improve  in  this  respect.  There  are  numerous  orders  await- 
ing execution,  but  with  markets  in  a  state  of  flux  more 
caution  than  usual  is  necessary,  the  feeling  being  that  prices 
of  many  products  have  not  yet  reached  their  lowest.  As 
will  be  seen  from  the  table  given  below,  there  has  been  an 
acceleration  in  the  downward  movement,  but  nothing  of  an 
outstanding  character.  Benzoic  acid,  citric  and  tartaric 
acid,  refined  camphor  slabs,  menthol,  and  vanillin  have  all 
eased.  Among  drugs,  cascara  sagrada,  oalumba,  senega, 
sarsaparilla,  honey,  gentian,  and  ipecacuanha  are  cheaper. 
Ergot  is  held  for  an  advance.  A  further  reduction  has  been 
made  in  cloves  and  pepper.  Changes  in  essential  oils  include 
a  cheaper  market  for  lime  oil,  Japanese  mint,  eucalyptus, 
lemon,  and  clove  oils.    Saccharin  is  lower.

New  Yoke,  January  15. — Business  is  fair.  Menthol  has 
been  reduced  to  $6  per  lb.  Curagao  aloes  in  cases  is  cheaper 
at  8|c.  Mexican  sarsaparilla  is  lower  at  32c,  and  hydrastis 
has  been  reduced  to  $5.30.  Other  drugs  which  have  been 
reduced  include  jalap,  which  is  now  54c,  and  belladonna- 
leaves,  75c.  per  lb.  Long  and  short  buchu  have  advanced 
to  $2.70.    Mercurials  have  been  reduced  by  the  makers. 


Albumen  is  cheaper  on  the  spot  at  from  4s.  9c?.  to  5s.  for 
egg.  Dried  egg -yolk  is  also  cheaper  at  from  3s.  to  3s.  3c?., 
and  in  liquid  a  good  business  has  been  done  to  arrive  at  120s. 
per  cwt.  c.i.f. 

Antimony. — We  understand  that  a  few  small  lots  of  Chinese 
crude  have  been  disposed  of  at  about  45?.  per  ton,  and  that 
a  parcel  has  been  booked  for  shipment  at  '40?.  c.i.f.  U.K. 
There  is  not  much  offei'ing,  and  terms  are  relatively  well 
held  compared  with  the  erratic  and  weak  state  of  the 
market  in  foreign  regulus.  A  small  lot  of  this  has  been 
cleared  at  as  low  as  40?.,  but  business  has  been  done  at  all 
sorts  of  prices  at  around  50?.,  while  there  are  sellers  at  48?., 
and  probably  less.  This  gives  an  idea  of  the  state  of  the 
market.  Licences  for  shipment  are  still  extremely  difficult 
to  get  hold  of.  Prices  in  America  have  again  slumped  to 
about  7Jt  cents  per  lb. 

Arsenic. — Although  prices  kept  up  remarkably  well  in  the 
last  month  or  two  at  from  90?.  upward,  we  hinted  some 
time  back  that  they  would  come  down  materially  in  the 


long  run,  as  the  aspect  of_  the  market  had  been  entirely 
changed  since  the  elimination  of  the  outlet  for  war  use, 
and  this  is  precisely  what  has  happened  for  a  week  or  so 
past.  Prices,  indeed,  have  collapsed  rather  badly.  Business 
has  been  done  at  below  851.,  and  offers  have  been  on  the 
increase,  holders  being  anxious  to  clear.  The  range  of 
values  seems  to  be  about  80?.  to  83?.,  sellers  in  Northern 
home  ports  bsing  more  particularly  eager  to  do  business. 

Aspirin. — The  demand  appears  to  be  well  maintained  at 
about  15s.  6c?.  for  spot  supplies.  There  are,  however,  some 
very  low  offers  from  the  United  States. 

Benzoic  Acid  ex  toluol  has  eased  down  to  17s.  to  17s.  6c?. 
per  lb. 

Bismuth. — The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  issued  an  Order 
which  modifies  the  Bismuth  Order,  1918.  The  obligations 
contained  in  Clause -2  (5)  of  the  original  Order  are  removed, 
so  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  for  those  who,  in  any  manu- 
facture, use  bismuth  metal  or  any  alloy  thereof,  to  make 
to  the  Controller  on  the  first  day  of  every  month  a  return 
showing  the  quantity  received  by  him  from  the  producer, 
the  quantity  consumed  by  him  during  the  preceding  month, 
and  the  stock  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  month.  It  is  further 
provided  that  no  return  is  required  from  any  person  whose 
total  stock  in  hand  and  not  intended  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  manufacture  or  alloy  of  steel  or  other  material 
does  not  exceed  in  the  case  of  bismuth  metal-  or  any  alloy 
thereof  56  lb. 

Bromides. — The  English  makers  have  revised  their  prices 
more  in  accordance  with  market  conditions.  They  now 
quote  potash  crystals  at  5s.,  soda  at  4s.,  and  ammonium  at 
4s.  6c?.,  thes,e  being  the  lowest  bulk  prices.  These  prices  are 
regarded  as  reasonable,  and  the  demand  should  be  stimu- 
lated, as  little  appears  to  have  been  bought_  for  some  weeks 
past.  Arrivals  of  potash  bromide  amounting  to  130  cases 
have  taken  place  from  the  U.S.A.  and  Japan. 

Buchu  remains  firm,  bright  green  round  offering  at  7s.  6d. 
to  8s.,  bronzy  round  at  7s.  id.  to  7s.  6c?.,  ovals  6s.  6c?.  to  7s., 
and  longs  6s.  6c?.  to  6s.  9c?.  per  lb. 

Cadmium. — Prices  lately  gave  way  rather  sharply  to  about 
8s.  per  lb.,  and  this  figure  has  even  been  shaded,  due  to  a 
poor  demand  and  more  metal  offering.  The  new  use  alleged 
to  have  been  found  for  cadmium  as  an  alloy  with  lead  and 
tin  for  the  manufacture  of  solder  does  not  seem  to  have 
had  any  effect  on  the  price,  although  it  is  claimed  that  the 
experiment  carried  out  to  that  effect  has  turned  out  satis- 
factory. 

Camphor  (Refined)  is  easier,  with  Japanese  25-lb.  slabs 
offering  at  6s.  6c?.  to  6s.  7jd.  per  -lb.  and  i-oz.  tablets  at 
7s.  9c?.  on  the  spot,  the  latter  being  unchanged.

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Some  More  Problems. 
Sjbb, — If  there  really  is  some  arrangement  pending  with 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  then  I  should  welcome  it,  because 
the  Health  Ministry  will  certainly  insist  upon  some  such 
unification.  In  1900  the  "  Hall  "  was  qualifying  100  persons 
a  year  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  500 ;  now  the  posi- 
tions are  exactly  reversed,  and  even  a  spurt  of  war  qualifica- 
tions will  not  help  to  redress  the  balance.  The  future 
policy  of  the  Government  will  see  perhaps  1,000  "  Hall  " 
women  per  year  absorbed  into  hospitals,  clinics,  and  dis- 
pensaries. But  our  trade  will  continue  to  be  greater  than 
ever  so  long  as  we  don't  again  revert  to  Free  Trade.  This 
absorption  will  leave  us  just  as  badly  off  for  labour  as  we 
are  now,  because  the  new  examinations  do  not  deal  with 
the  actual  business  of  a  retail  druggist.  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  is  quite  hopeless ;  a  more  futile  and  spineless 
lot  of  men  have  never  been  got  together  in  any  governing 
body  in  the  past  history  of  Great  Britain  :  certainly  never 
in  the  history  of  the  Society.  The  great  body  of  our  trade 
is  composed  of  men  who  entered  it  twenty-five  to  forty-five 
years  ago,  with  the  expectation  of  an  assured  quasi-profes- 
sional position  before  them.  One-third  are  keen  business 
men,  who  talk  "  hot  air  "  at  meetings,  but  who  are  keener 
in  buying  patents  and  making  big  profits  than  Hugo  Wolff 
is  himself.  Two-thirds  are  "  one-man  businesses,"  and 
enduring  the  most  frightful  white  slavery.  Yet  they  will 
stubbornly  stick  it  to  the  last  ditch,  being  led  astray  by 
— glib-tongued  men  "  who  deceive  the  heart  of  the  simple 
by  ood  words  and  fair  speeches."  The  labour  problem  is 
not  the  only  one  which  has  been  shamefully  mismanaged 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society ;  the  unfair  methods  of  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  inspeotors  ought  to  have  been 
tackled  twenty  years  ago  by  the  Society,  instead  of  waiting 
for  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  to  redress  the  un- 
fairness even  partially.  The  recent  Epsom  salts  cases  are 
sxamples  of  gross  unfairness.  Liquor  arsenicalis  is  1  per 
3ent,  which  equals  10,000  per  million;  yet  men  are  hauled 
up  in  a  police  court  (to  take  their  turn  with  common  thieves 
and  drunkards)  because  in  the  process  of  manufacture  it  is 
very  difficult  to  remove  arsenic  below  16  per  million.  No 
attempt  is  made  to  prove  our  real  knowledge  by  telling 
magistrates  that  arsenic  occurs  in  nature  as  a  metal  along 
with-  iron  and  tin,  and  is  most  difficult  to  separate  from 
these  other  metals.  You  might  just  as.  well  summon  a 
jrocer  for  selling,  tea  which  had  a  coffee  flavour  (coffee 
pervading  a  shop  above  all  other  smells),  or  summon  a 
butcher  fof  cutting  up  beef  with  a  hammy  knife.  But  why 
?o  on?  We  don't  need  to  put  up  with  these  indignities; 
we  could  get  them  removed ;  but.  such  action  would  smack 
if  trade,  and  hence  hundreds  of  chemists  refuse  to  take 
part  in  civic  affairs,  fearing  the  humiliation  they  may 
5asily  be  put  to.    And  let  it  go  at  that.

The  Un  qualified' s  Point  of  View. 
Sta, — Your  correspondent,  "A  Chemist  and  Pharmacist" 
[G.  &  D.,  January  11,  p.  55),  makes  the  charge  .against  drug- 
tore  proprietors  that  they  assume  and  exhibit  the  legal 
itle  of  chemist.  I  venture  to  say  that  no  member  of  the 
ncorporated  Society  of  Pharmacy  and  Drug  Store  Pro- 
prietors would  be  guilty  of  such  foolish  conduct  as  would 
aring  him  speedily  within  the  long  arm  of  the  law.  The 
nembers  of  the  P.  &  D.S'.A.  have  to  a  man  served  a  regular 
jipprenticeship  with  a  qualified  chemist.  Many  of  their 
lumber  have  also  served  as  dispensers  to  surgeons  and 
loctors,  and  as  a  class  will  compare  favourably  with  quali- 
chemists,  so  far  as  general  knowledge  is  concerned  in 
espect  to  carrying  on  the  business  of  pharmacy  proprietors. 
?our  correspondent  further  charges  the  unqualified  in  busi- 
less  with  being  unable  or  unwilling  to  face  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  examination.  The  truth  is  that  they  are 
mable  to  do  so  owing  to  the  selfishness  and  greed  of 
nasters  in  not  allowing  time  for  study  for  the  examina- 
ions  during  apprenticeship  and  assistant  days.  I  am  re- 
erring  now  to  pre-war  days,  when  most  of  the  chemists' 
hops  were  kept  open  excessively  long  hours,  Sundays  in- 
luded.  What  time  for  study  was  left  to  a  youth  who  was 
eally  anxious  to  qualify  when  he  was  employed  fourteen 
nd  even  fifteen  hours  a* day  in  a  shop?  Very  few  masters 
ook  a  kindly  interest  in  their  apprentices  and  assistants, 
)  far  as  his  future  prospects  were  concerned.  The  only 
lternative  was  for  the  young  man  to  withdraw  altogether 
or  a  time  from  business  and  enter  as  a  student  at  one 
f  the  colleges   of  pharmacy ;    but  the  difficulties  were 


apparently  insuperable,  for  the  reason  that  the  young  mars 
had  not  the  means  at  his  disposal  to  pay  the  college  fees,, 
and  further,  in  very  many  cases  needy  parents  were  some- 
what dependent  on  his  scanty  earnings  immediately  he- 
became  an  assistant.  Many  young  men  did  make  brave 
attempts  to  prepare  for  examination,  and  went  so  far  as- 
to  submit  to  the  unnecessarily  severe  ordeal,  and  it  was 
not  to  be  wondered  at  they  failed  to  satisfy  the  examiners- 
in  the  more  scientific  parts  of  the  test.  The  young  man  is- 
disheartened,  but  not  dismayed;  he  goes  back  as  an. 
assistant,  continues  working  very  long  hours,  gains  addi- 
tional experience,  and  later  on,  seeing  no  chance  to  qualify,, 
commences  in  a  humble  way  as  proprietor  of  a  drug-store. 
Probably  95  per  cent,  of  the  men  who  commenced  for  them- 
selves have  done  quite  as  well  in  business  as  their  qualified 
neighbours,  and  they  are  bound  to  succeed  owing  to  the- 
fact  that  they  are  men  of  ripe  and  sound  experience — the- 
kind  of  experience  that  brings  respect  from  customers  and 
financial  success  to  the  drug-store  proprietors.  Coming  now 
to  the  charge  which  your  correspondent  makes — namely, 
that  drug-store  men  have  sprung  from  errand-boys — I  ven- 
ture to  say  that  not  a  few  pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists- 
and  druggists,  and  even  doctors,  were  in  early  life  errand- 
boys.  I  am  well  acquainted  with  an  eminent  medical  mac 
who  commenced  life  as  a  butcher's  errand-boy.  Referring 
again  to  the  position  and  standing  of  drug-store  proprietors, 
their  position  in  the  world  of  business  is  quite  regular  and 
legal.  Mr.  Masterman  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons 
during  the  passing  of  the  National  Insurance  Act  that  drug- 
store proprietors  were  performing  useful  service  to  the  com- 
munity in  supplying  the  public  with  drugs  and  chemicals, 
providing  they  did  not  assume  the  title  of  chemist  and 
refrained  from  selling  scheduled  poisons.  The  drug- 
store man  to-day  is  a  public  necessity ;  their  businesses  are- 
generally  of  a  mixed  and  heavy  description,  after  the- 
manner  of  the  Irish  registered  druggists — practically  no- 
dispensing,  no  scheduled  poisons  or  patent  medicines  con- 
taining scheduled  poisons,  but  supplying  a  thousand-and- 
one  articles  which  the  public  are  daily  needing,  many 
articles  of  such  a  nature  that  qualified  chemists  reluctantly 
stock  and  supply.  I  think  the  time  has  now  arrived  when- 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  be  prepared  to  support 
a  Bill,  which  may  in  the  near  future  be  submitted  to  Par- 
liament, for  the  registration  of  drug-store  proprietors.  The- 
drug-store  proprietors  claim  to  be  put  in  exactly  the  same- 
position  as  the  registered  druggists  of  Ireland.  The  time  is. 
ripe  for  such  a  measure  becoming  law.  Lastly,  I  am  6orry 
your  correspondent  has  made  charges  against  drug-stor.e  men. 
in  defence  and  for  the  protection  of  qualified  men  back  from, 
the.  war.  Drug-store  proprietors  have  made  great  sacri- 
fices ;  many  have  had  to  sacrifice  lucrative  businesses,  and 
others  have  lost  limbs  and  otherwise  been  disabled,  and1 
some  have  made  in  their  country's  interest  the  greatest 
sacrifice  of  all.-  Historicus.  (11/1.) 

Insurance  Dispensing  Profits. 

Sib, — "  Devon  "  (C.  <£•  D.,  January  11,  p.  55),  in  calculat- 
ing profit,  forgets  one  aspect.  Fifteen  per  cent,  may  be  his 
average  working  expenses;  the  actual  cost  of  working 
expenses  for  Insurance  dispensing  is  much  higher.  Taking- 
one  of  the  "  flu "  months  last  yeai',  the  following  may- 
illustrate  my  meaning : 

Turnover,  307?.  3s.  bd.,  plus  value  of  Insurance  scripts, 
20?.  7s.  bd. 

Total  turnover,  327?.  10.s.  lid. 

Time  occupied  in  dispensing,  preparing  solutions,  etc., 
33g  per  cent. 

Gross  profit  averages,  33g  per  cent. 

Working  expenses,  15  per.  cent.  =  49?.  2s.  bd. 

Cost  of  working  expenses  on  15  per  cent,  basis  on  value 
of  Insurance  scripts,  51.  Is.  l^d. 

Cost  of  working  expenses  on  33£  per  cent,  of  working- 
hours  basis— i.e.,  33^  per  cent,  of  49?.  2s.  bd. — 16?.  7s.  6c?. 

Hence  to  make  6?.  15s.  lOd.  gross  it  costs  16?.  7s.  6c?.  for 
working  expenses.  It  may  be  argued  that  the  time,  if  not 
thus  occupied,  would  not  bring  in  any  revenue.  Insurance- 
dispensing  has  to  be  done  in  the  busiest  portions  of  the 
day,  however,  and  the  modern  business  pharmacist's  day  is 
all  'valuable.  A  pharmacist  who  does  his  own  dispensing 
is  behind  the  scenes  at  the  very  time  he  should  be  reaping 
hiS  harvest  at  the  counter.  If  a  dispenser  is  employed  a- 
much  larger  wage  has  usually  to  be  given  to  get  a  man 
competent  to  undertake  the  whole  of  this  side  of  the  busi- 
ness than  would  otherwise  be  required.  There  are  no 
profits  on  Insurance  dispensing :  it  is  all  loss.  If  every 
pharmacist  would  calculate  the  extent  of  his  loss  there- 
would  not  be  many  left  on  the  panel.  I  have  proved 
that  turnover  is  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  amount  of  Insurance 
dispensing.  When  scripts  fell  50  per  cent,  turnover  nearly- 
trebled. — Yours  faithfully,  „

Legal  Queries. 

Most  difficulties  in  trade  law  are  explained  in  the  legal  section 
of  "  The  Chemist  and  Drugarist  Diary,"  1917,  beginning  On 
page  353. 


W.  R.  D.  (14/12).— Use  of  Red  Cross.— The  Geneva  Con- 
vention Act,  1911,  which  prohibits  the  use  of  the  red  cross 
in  tnade  or  business,  is  still  in  force. 

TV.  T.  F.  (11/56). — Passpokts  for  France  are  not  yet 
granted  very  freely,  but  you  should  apply  for  particulars 
«at  the  Passport  Department  of  the  Foreign  Office,  Whitehall, 
London,  S.W. 

W.  H.  B.  R.  (17/30).— Spirit-duty  Rebate.— The  rebate 
allowed  to  chemists  who  employ  spirit  in  the  manufacture 
of  medicines  is  16s.  9<Z.  per  proof  gal.,  made  up  of  Is.  bd. 
gal.  immature-spirit  rebate  and  15.s.  M.  gal.  the  new  duty 
imposed  in  the  last  Finance  Act.  You  will,  however,  bear  in 
mind  that  not  every  tincture  is  classed  as  medicinal  by  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise.  A  'careful  note  has  to  be 
kept  of  the  preparations  made  with  the  spirit  upon  which 
the  chemist  is  claiming  rebate  of  duty. 

Want  to  Know  (16/26)  asks  whether  he  is  bound  to  sell 
any  article  exhibited  for  sale  in  his  shop  if  requested  to  do 
so.  [The  mere  fact  that  a  shopkeeper  exhibits  goods  in  his 
shop  does  not  render  him  legally  liable  to  sell  them.  Before 
he  becomes  bound  to  supply  an  article  there  must  be  a 
definite  contract  for  its  sale,  as  the  i-esult  of  an  offer  on  his 
side  and  an  acceptance  on  the  part  of  his  customer.  In 
our  view  the  offer  of  an  article  for  sale  by  a  shopkeeper 
might  well  be  "  implied  "  from  the  circumstances — e.g.,  the 
exhibition  of  the  article  "  price-marked "  in  the  shop 
window.  If  a  customer  accepts  an  implied  offer  of  this 
nature  by  tending  the  price  of  the  article  he  is"  in  our 
opinion  entitled  to  be  supplied  with  the  article.] 

Nomen  (11/69);  G.  B.  K.  (171/13);  G.  T.  (13/65).— Regis- 
tration of  A  Trade-mark. — This  is  effected  at  the  Patent 
Office,  25  Southampton  Buildings,  London,  W.C.,  the  cost 
(if  the  mark  is  accepted  and  there  is  no  opposition)  being 
30s.  Application  for  registration  is  made  on  a  form 
'(T.  M.  No.  2)  which  costs  10s.,  and  is  obtainable  through 
any  Money  Order  Office — the  chief  offices  keep  the  forms  in 
stock.  The  class  for  pharmaceutical  preparations  is  Class  3, 
for  perfumery  and  toilet  articles,  Class  48.  The  chief  diffi- 
culty in  the  case  of  a  word  mark  is  to  satisfy  the  Registrar 
that  it  complies  with  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Trade- 
marks Act,  1905.  It  is  best  to  make  first  a  search  at  the 
Patent  Office  to  see  if  there  is  any  word  already  registered 
resembling  the  one  which  it  is  desired  to  register.  The 
Registrar  will  do  this  for  a  fee  of  10s.  (Form  T.  M.  No.  28). 
It  is  in  this  part  of  the  proceedings  that  a  trade-mark 
agent  is  useful,  as  his  experience  enables  him  to  advise 
his  clients  regarding  the  chances  of  the  acceptance  of  par- 
ticular words,  and  he  is  also  in  a  position  to  make  searches 
if  these  are  needed.

T.  W.  F.  C.  (18/27).— Tincture  Standards.— The  table 
devised  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Fletcher  was  printed  in  the  C.  &  D., 
July  7,  1900,  and  was  afterwards  issued  printed  on  a  card. 
The  standards  referred  to  were  those  applicable  to  the  pre- 
parations of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1898.  The  other 
paper  you  refer  to  we  have  no  record  of,  but  Mr.  E.  W. 
Luoas,  C.B.E.  (John  Bell,  Hills  &  Lucas,  Ltd.,  Tower 
Bridge  Road,  London,  S.E.  1),  would  doubtless  give  you  the 
reference  you  require.

Spoon  Measurement.

The  spoons  in  use 
many  yeai-s  ago  doubtless  contained  what  they  now  only 
theoretically  contain ;  but  for  some  time  a  gradual  increase 
of  size  has  been  progressing,  in  much  the  same  ratio  as." 
medicines  have  been  increasing  in  strength  and  concentra-j 
tion,  so  that  where  formerly  a  patient  took  one,  two,  or 
four  drachms  for  a  dose,  he  now  more  frequently  takes  two,, 
four,  and  six  or  eight  drachms.  .  .  .  The  results  of  my.* 
experiments  show  how  a  dose,  intended  by  the  prescribe!' 
for  sixty  minims,  may  be  -augmented  to  eighty,  ninety,  or 
even  a  hundred:and-twenty,  by  the  unsuspecting,  but  too 
confiding  patient.  There  are  other  important  facts  con- 
nected with  this  subject,  but  which  I  leave  to  more  com-, 
petent  pens  than  mine  to  treat  of,  and  I  trust  that  the  little 
I  have  written  may  be  the  means  of  inducing  others  to  take 
up"  a  subject  containing  so  many  anomalies  and  requiring 
gr?at  reforms."    Newcastle-on-Tyne,  January,  1869. 
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PELMANiSM  FOR  THE  PHARMACIST.

During  this  part  of  his  life  a  consider- 
ible  part  of  his  energy  is,  or  should  be,  devoted  to  study 
or  the  qualifying  examination.  He  then  becomes  (2)  a 
esponsible  assistant,  capable,  if  necessary,  of  running  the 
(harmacy  single-handed.  Finally  he  becomes  (3)  a  pro- 
irietor,  or  manager,  taking  complete  charge. 

It  is,  therefore,  convenient  to  consider  Pelmanism  in  con- 
lection  with  each  of  these  three  classes,  but  obviously  in 
ome  respects  practically  the  same  conditions  apply  through- 
iut.

training  for  the  mind. 

Quite  apart  from  study,  Pelmanism  will  hasten  the  trans-

One  of  the  most  important  things  an  employer  looks  fosr 
in  an  assistant  is  salesmanship  :  it  pays  him  to  keep  the 
man  who  makes  two  sales  grow  where  one  grew  before — 
and  to  keep  him  he  will  be  willing  to  pay  him  well.  The 
Pehrian  Course  does  not  teach  salesmanship  as  such,  but  it 
teaches  what  is  of  far  greater  value,  the  psychological  prin- 
ciples on  which  the  art  of  salesmanship  is  based.  Pel- 
manism is  no  cut  and  dried  system  with  one  method  lo 
meet  all  conditions  :  it  gives  the  student  the  underlying, 
principles  and  shows  him  how  to  apply  them  to  his  own 
particular  problems.

Few  things  gratify  a  customer  more  than  to  have  his 
name  and  his  preferences  remembered,  not  ostentatiously,, 
but  as  a  matter  of  course  :  it  is  a  subtle  form  of  flattery- 
Most  assistants  will  declare  that  it  is  too  much  trouble,  but 
it  is  not  if  done  in  the  right  way.  And  that  is  just  what 
Pelmanism  means,  the  right  way  for  all  operations  of  the 
mind.  To  exaggerate  the  importance  of  this  is  quite 
impossible  because  practically  the  whole  of  life,  all  that  is- 
of  importance,  is  a  matter  of  mental  action.

When  it  had  served  his 
purpose  he  dropped  it,  made  his  peace  with  the  P.A.T.A., 
and  directed  his  efforts  in  other  directions.  He  thought  the 
thing  out  for  himself  and  his  success  is  the  result  of  his 
originality. 

Now,  it  is  not  claimed  that  Pelmanism  can  give 
originality,  but  it  can  and  does  enable  a  man  to  develop  his- 
innate  powers — powers  which  would  otherwise  lie  dormant.
